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Press Praises General Pershing’s Services to Country on 80th Birthday 


Celebration of the eightieth anniversary of the birth of General of the Armies 
John J. Pershing was generally recognized by the nation’s press, which took advantage 
of the occasion to express gratitude for the valuable counsel the World War com- 
miander-in-chief has been giving the country’s present military leaders. 

The Pensacola, Fla., Journal (1), reviewing World War events, concludes “Persh- 
ing is credited with preserving the unity of the American Army in spite of pressure 
to divide it among other Allied forces, The success of American arms at St. Mihiel 
zreatly stimulated the Allied morale and Pershing’s contribution to the Allied victory 
has been widely acknowledged, .. The great service of Pershing, his sterling character, 
deserve all the recognition which legionnaires and other citizens can give. . .”” Concurs 
the Dayton, Ohio, News (1D), “Now more than ever, hailing his 80th birthday and 
wishing him many happy returns, the country remembers its debt to Pershing, an in- 
spiriting example for his successors when once again our major concern is national 
defense,” 

“Tlis wisdom in military affairs,” comments the Richmond, Ind., Palladium Item 
(1), was matched by his understanding of European conditions, ... If the ‘appeasers’ 
of 1918 had listened to Pershing it is improbable that the world would now be shaken by 
n new and mightier struggle.” Also reminding that General Pershing’s recommenda- 
tious at the time of the Armistice had been ignored, the Peoria, IIL, Journal-Transcript 
(1), says, “Now, at long last, this recommendation does not yield to any remedy, The 
recommendation for a full peacetime army may be followed ... It must be a source of 
satisfaction to General Pershing to know, that at long last, this country has come to a 
realization of its military needs.” “Ile must have been gratified,” says the Decatur, 
ll, Merald and Review (1), “to note that his creed of preparedness has been adopted 
as a national policy. We have few real elder statesmen in this country, General 
Pershing is a warrior, rather than a statesman, but in his latter years he has been 
adviser, rather than leader. Some of our former heroes... have been rather pointedly 


ignored. General Pershing is one whose words have been heeded.” Concurs the Scran- 
ton, Pa., Tribune (IR), “Recently he was called upon for his military judgment, ang 
only from the standpoint of a distinguished soldier did he give to his country his advice, 
That is the outstanding feature of the man, General Pershing. Unlike most other mili- 
tary figures, he has always resisted the political exploitation of his fame and popu- 
lurity. He has remained within his sphere as this nation’s most distinguished soldier, 
secure on his pedestal in the nation’s heart.” 


“It’s funny,” says the Tampa, Fla., Tribune (D), “but if it wasn’t for the war we 
imagine few Americans would give more than a passing consideration to General John 
J. Pershing. ... We remember him best, of course, as a man of action, the World War 
commander of the American Expeditionary Forces. But as the years roll by we will 
appreciate him more as a speaker of wisdom.” Says the Chicago, Ill, News (1), “Sel- 
dom has his voice becn heard on any subject other than military—and how little we 
have heeded him, even when he spoke with authority! Had we listened to him in all 
the years that have passed since the World War, we would not now be feverishly rush- 
ing defenses too long neglected, ... May he be spared long to give us the benefit of his 
knowledge!” 

“Bach step he has urged, each cause he has counseled, has since become accepted 
policy or the law,” states the Detroit, Mich., News (1). “He speaks as an elder soldier. 
statesman—-the only one to whom his countrymen lend an attentive ear—because he 
meddles neither with the Army nor with politics, voicing his convictions only on the 
solicitation of those responsible for the national defense, and then only on the issue in 
hand.” “General Pershing can hardly be accused of war mongering,” states the 
Philadelphia, Pa., Inquirer (1), “He sees the need for strengthening our defenses, 
spiritual as well as military. At eighty ‘Black Jack’ is still «a leader worthy to be 
followed in the face of danger.” 








Steel in Aircraft 

Use of steel in aircraft, already of 
highest importance, is gaining new promi 
nence through technological development. 
The principal metal going into aircraft 
airframe is aluminum, of course, but steel 
is au close second and is the principal 
component of the motors, 


Steel and its alloys constitutes 28.7 per 
cent of the weight of the air frame, or 
21775 pounds; 72 per cent of the weight 
of engines, or 2.366 pounds, and 70> per 
cent of the weight of propellors, or 576 
pounds, in a typical plane. 


The principal steel requirements are 
generally alloy steels involving such al 
loving elements as nickel, chromium, 
molybdenum, vanadium and tungsten, all 
of which are strategic or critical mate 
rials. 

Eutering into the structure of aircraft 
are such steel parts as engines, propellers, 
engine mounts, undercarriages and some 
rods which must bear special stresses, 
Training planes which make up a large 
percentage of all aircraft have more steel 
in their composition than fighters since 
it is not necessary to have so great a pay 
loud. In trainers a considerable part of 
the fuselage framing is steel tubing. 

Modern technology has produced seam 
less steel tubing which may be bent inte 
all shapes and whose cross sections ex 
hibit all characteristics from circles to 
rectangles and triangles, 

Another technological development 
promises materially to  inerease the 
nmount of steel used in aircraft in the 
future for thin steel plates are being de 
veloped for sheathing. These sheets are 
somewhat difficult to handle because of 
their extreme thinness, but researchers in 
this new use of steel claim that) these 
plates are even lighter for the strength 
afforded than is aluminum. Moreover, 
ind most important, the steel plates may 
be welded, thus eliminating most of the 
thousands of rivets which must go into 
each airplane.

Opposes Censorship 

The War Department is opposed to cen- 
sorship of the press in this country, Lt. 
Col, Stanley J. Grogan, GSC, of the press 
relations branch, told members of the 
Overseas Press Club of America at the 
World’s Fair in New York 2 Oct. It be- 
lieves, Colonel Grogan said, that censor- 
ship is very often worse than that which 
it attempts to prevent. 

“Whether or not our press section will 
hecome part of a larger governmental Pub- 
lie Relations agency like the Creel Com- 
mittee on Public Information in the 
World War, is pure conjecture,” Colonel 
Grogun said. “Whether the press section 
would retain its present independence of 
outside supervision can't be foretold at 
this moment. But it is clear that within 
the War Department itself there must be 
some agency to supply information to the 
public, acting independently and directly 
us now, or through some other govern- 
mental press service.” 





Clinton Street Dance Held 

Again the police force of Philadelphia 
has shown its cordiality toward the en- 
listed personnel of the Services by their 
140 “Dance in Clinton Street,” held 14 
Sept. This unique custom they inaugu- 
rated some years ago. 

As before, the trees of historic Clinton 
Street shaded a dramatic scene as the 
uniformed men of the Army, Navy, Ma- 
rine Corps and Coast Guard, and their 
partners from the augmented Girls’ Aux- 
iliary of the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Club, 
moved to the music furnished by the 
Philadelphia Police and Fireman’s Band, 
led by Capt. Joseph Kiefer, a former Ser- 
vice man. 





Professional Examinations 

The House Military Affairs Committee

Investigate Defense Industries 

On objection of Senator Austin the 
Senate on 30 Sept., during the calling of 
the consent calendar, passed over Senator 
Wheeler's resolution to investigate con- 
ditions “which may or do delay, interfere 
with, or obstruct the national defense.” 

Senator Austin said, “On the face, it 
appears to be favorable to national de- 
fense, but it seems to me it has internal 
evidence of being of directly the opposite 
effect. It is my impression that the mere 
adoption of the resolution would very 
much damage the unity of this country 
and the spirit of National Defense.” 
Senator Wheeler defended his resolution 
on the ground that it was approved by 
the Attorney General. 





The bill creating the post of Undersee- 
retary of War was passed by the Senate 
on 30 Sept. and now awaits action in the 
House Military Affairs Committee. 

It is expected in Washington that 
Judge Robert P. Patterson, now assistant 
secretary of war, will be appointed to the 
higher post when legislative authority is 
granted. 





Bonding of Reserve Officers 

Reserve Oflicers and National Guard 
Ollicers of the Finance Department and 
(Quartermaster Corps called to active duty 
with, or inducted into the Regular Army, 
the War Department announces, are sub 
ject to the provisions of paragraph 2a and 
b, AR 35-220, which require that they give 
bond before entering on duty under which 
they have to account for public property 
or funds. 

The bond of a civilian employee is 
deemed to have been terminated upon the 
cessation of his status as an employee. 
Therefore, if a bonded civilian employee, 
Who holds a reserve commission in the 
Finance Department or Quartermaster 
Corps, is called to active service as a Re- 
serve Officer and ussigned to duty con- 
templated by paragraph 2a and b, Alt 35- 
220, he will be rebonded in his new status 
usa Reserve Officer,

In providing housing and other facili- 
ties for the Army under the present Na- 
tional Defense program, cantonment type 
of construction is being used for those 
troops to be stationed in the northern 
areas, and permanent tent camps are be- 
ing erected in those areas where climatic 
conditions make such type of shelter ade- 
quate for the immediate needs of the 
troops. 

A typical permanent tent camp for one 
Division is estimated to cost about $5,- 
000,000, while a cantonment designed to 
accommodate one National Guard Divi- 
sion will cost approximately $8,000,000. 
The building and facilities to be included 
in each of these types were listed on page 
1292 of the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL of 
244 Aug. 1940. 

A typical 1,000 man Reception Center 
requires, in general, the following facili- 
ties, the approximate total cost of which, 
depending upon what buildings and utili- 
ties may already be available, is esti 
mated at approximately $275,000: One 
each of the following: Administration 
Building, Recruit Receiving Building and 
Warehouse, Guard House, Fire Station, 
Infirmary, Post Exchange, Recreational 
Building and Officers’ Quarters and Mess 
(14 Officers) ; twenty Barracks (5 per 
250 Man Co., the lower floor of one Bks. in 
each Co, to be used for Co. Administra 
tion and Supply) ; and 1 Cafeteria Mess 
(1,000 Man), and Utilities, Telephone.

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Corps Areas Become ‘Service of Supply as New 
Tactical Corps Take over Training of Mobile Army 


Separation of the Corps Area com- 
mands from Army and tactical corps 
commands was announced by General 


George C. Marshall, Chief of Staff of the 
Army, this week. 

The result, General Marshall explained, 
will be to make of the Corps Area Com- 
mands an organization quite similar to 
the Service of Supply set up by General 
John J. Pershing in France. However, in 
the present case the chain of command 
will run: War Department to Corps Area 
to post commander and will have to do 
only with supply and general “house 
keeping” problems. 

entirely separate from the Corps Area 
Commands will be the new organization 
for the command and training of tactical 
units wherein the chain of command will 
go down as follows: General Headquar 
ters to Army Commanders to (tactical) 
Corps commanders to commanders of Di 
visions and troop units. 

The new arrangement means that for 
the first time in peace, the United States 
will have a mobile Army, free from the 
peace time problems of “house keeping” 
duties and able to devote its time to train- 
ing and, if need be, ready to move in an 
emergency Without upsetting the admin 
istration of posts and supply. It also will 
mean that these tlehting units will have 
fully manned staffs who have no other 
worries than that of working for the fight 
ing eflliciency of their units. 

General Marshall said that four of 
these tactical corps already have been 
ordered and that more will be created 
from time to time. Nine are contemplated 
under existing plans. The four already 
created are as follows: 

I Corps—Maj. Gen. Walter C. Short, 
commanding, with headquarters at 
Columbia, S.C. Troops: Sth Division, 
it. Jackson, S. C.: 9th Division, Ft. 
rage, N. C., and 30th Division, Ft, 
Jackson. 

V Corps — Maj. Campbell Ti. 
llodges, commanding, with headquar 
ters at Camp Beauregard, La. Troops: 
S2lnd and 84th Divisions, Camp Beaure 


gard, 37th Division, Camp Shelby, 
Miss., and later, the 3Sth Division, 


Camp Shelby. 

VIII Corps —Maj. Gen. Walter Krue 
ger, commanding, with headquarters in 
Texas (exact location not yet deter 
mined), Troops: 2nd Division, It. Sam 
Houston, Tex.: 36th Division, Brown 
wood, Tex. ; and 45th Division, It. Sill,

The General stated that another tae 
tical corps soon to be created will be the 
IV Corps, which will be located some 
place in the 4th Corps Area, and will be 
composed of the 31st and 48rd Divisions 
at Camp Blanding, Fla., with the 27th 
livision, Ft. McClellan, Ala., attached to 
it. No commanding officer has yet been 
assigned to this corps, he stated, adding 
that neither had it yet been determined 
which tactical corps will be given to Maj. 


Bases in Atlantic 

Plans already have been started for 
Army participation in the new bases to 
be established in Newfoundland and Ber 
muda, General George C. Marshall, Chief 
of Staff, stated this week in response to 
an inquiry. 

“No final decisions have been reached,” 
the General said, “but the reconnaissance 
being made by the board, of which Brig. 
Jacob L. Devers is the senior Army mem- 
ber, has been completed insofar as New- 
foundland and Bermuda are concerned 
and plans have been begun. Reconnais- 
sance of the other sites is underway. The 
board leaves Tuesday 1 Oct., for an ex 
tensive tour over the Caribbean area. No 
British officers are accompanying our 
board, but the American members are 
mecting with the local British officers at 
each place.” 

In creating all bases, the Chief of Staff 
said, the Army will set up the facilities 
for defense and will be charged with their 
defense, The only exception, he said, is

First step toward this separation of the 
command of the mobile Army from the 
Corps Areas was taken with the an 
nouncement that Lieutenant General Her 
bert J. Brees, would be relieved from his 
duties as commanding general of the 
Kighth Corps Area so as to enable him to 
give full time to his duties as Command 
ing General of the Third Army. Brig. 
Gen. Richard Donovan, will become com 
manding general of the Kighth Corps 
Area. Undoubtedly similar action will be 
taken in the cases of Lieutenant General 
llugh A. Drum, who now commands both 
the First Army and the Second Corps 
Area: Lieutenant General Ben Lear, com 
manding the Second Army and the Sixth 
Corps Aren: and Lieutenant General 
John L. DeWitt, commanding both the 
Fourth Army and the Ninth Corps Area, 
Many consider it likely that Brig. Gen, 
Irving J. Phillipson, USA, now chief of 
Staff at Governors Ishind, will take over 
the Second Corps Area, and that Brig. 
Gen. Ernest 1, Peek, USA, will take over 
the Ninth Corps Area, 

General Marshall explained that) the 
new organization is being brought about 
in an effort to further decentralize the 
Army’s task. The size of the corps will 
not be fixed, he said, but will vary from 
three to four divisions each while the 
fotal strength will vary in accordance 
with the number of triangular and square 
divisions composing them. In each in 
stance, there will be about 13,000) corps 
troops, in addition to the Divisions, which 
will be of 13,000 men each in the case of 
triangular (Regular Army) divisions, 
and 18,000 each in the case of square (Na 
tional Guard) Divisions. 

extension of the plan, as well as the 
induction of further National Guard 
units after 25 Nov. (the latest date yet 
set) depends upon provision for adequate 
shelter for the men being brought in. 

General Marshall pointed out that 
while the entire present plan of expan 
sion (except for the larger Air Corps and 
the Armored Force) is the mere carrying 
out of the plans the War Department has 
been working on for many years, it is 
the first time the War Department has 
actually been able to create a mobile 
Army in the United States. It will be the 
first time the Army has been able to set 
up complete tactical staffs, for in the 
past even the staffs of the Army Com 
manders have been largely improvised 
from the Corps Area stalfs. 

None of the plans now being put into 
operation involves establishment of “re 
serve” divisions, the General said. What 
is now being done is aimed at getting 
what we have in the Regular Army and 
National Guard in trained, operating, 
condition, Further expansion by the erea- 
tion of reserve divisions is something for 
the future, he declared, 


in the case of one base in the Aleutian

Panama Garrison 

Present plans contemplate the building 
up of the Army garrison in the Panama 
Canal Department to a strength of about 
30,000 enlisted men, General George C, 
Marshall, Chief of Staff, said this week. 
Hie said that the men are being trained 
in this country while shelter is being 
built for them in Panama and it is hoped 
that the men and shelter will be ready 
about the same time so that the troops 
can be sent there promptly. 

Under present plans, he said, there will 
be about 10,000 artillery men there, which 
force will be of such size that an addi 
tional general officer will be required for 
their command. Such officer will be pro 
vided, under the authority to make tem 
porary promotions, when the force nears 
its complete strength in Panama, he said. 





President Visits Army 

President Roosevelt early this week 
visited Aberdeen Proving Ground, Ft. 
George G. Meade, and the Glenn Martin 
aircraft factory near Baltimore, Md. 

The trip begun at Aberdeen where the 
President arrived in his yacht, the SS 
Potomac, after a week end of sailing in 
Chesapeake Bay. Maj. Gen. GC. M. Wes- 
son, chief of Army ordnance, and Col, J. 
LB. Rose, commanding oflicer at Aberdeen, 
conducted the Presidential party’s tour 
of the post. With the President were 
Defense Commissioner William S. Knud- 
sen, Governor O'Conor of Maryland, 
Senators Radcliffe and Tydings of Mary- 
land; Mayor Jackson of Baltimore and 
W. EF. Roberts, chairman of the Maryland 
Defense Commission, 

After visiting Aberdeen, the President 
was driven over cleared roads behind 
Maryland motorcycle police to the Mar- 
tin aircraft factory. Tere he was cheered 
by workers as he inspected the long-range 
patrol and bombardment flying boat, un- 
der construction for the Navy, and the 
new B26, twin-engine bomber destined 
for the Army. 

At Ft. George G. Meade the President 
again stopped his car to explain develop 
ments tO newspapermen, TLlere temporary 
and permanent barracks are under con 
struction to house 25,000 men. Construe 
tion is ahead of schedule, it was said. 





Pass Defense Appropriations 

The President now has before him for 
signature the latest defense appropria 
tion bill, carrying $1,482,603,636, which 
was passed by the Senate and House on 
8 Oct. This brings the total for defense at 
this session of Congress to more than 
twelve billion dollars, 

The bill passed the Senate with little 
debate, that body accepting increases of 
$12,700,000 recommended by its appro- 
printions committee. The increases are 
for maintenance, under the Bureau of 
Ships; for storage buildings, under the 
Bureau of Supplies and Accounts; and 
for the development of an advanced spe- 
cialized training tield for carrier group 
pilots at Corpus Christi, Tex., under the 
Bureau of Yards and Docks, 

The measure was promptly returned to 
the Hlouse, which was called back from 
recess, Where the Senate's additions were 
approved, clearing the meusure for the 
President’s signature. 





Civil Liabilities Bill 

The House of Representatives on 3 Oct. 
passed a bill granting a moratorium on 
the civil liabilities of men in the military 
nnd naval service, such as tax, insurance, 
and installment purchase debts. It was 
sent back to the Senate for settlement of 
changes, 

The Ifouse added a provision on the 
floor staying any penalties for nonpay- 
ment of income tax during their military 
service, if their ability to pay is impaired 
by being called to service. 





Defense Housing 

The Senate passed legislation on 3 Oct. 
authorizing a $150,000,000 housing pro- 
zram for defense and sent it back to the 
Ilouse for adjustment of minor differ- 
cCnces, 

The measure provides housing for en- 
listed personnel as well as for workers in 
defense industries. 





Air Corps Personnel 

General George C. Marshall, Chief of 
Staff, told the Senate Appropriations 
Committee this week that the Army plans 
to increase the Air Corps’ personnel 
strength from 95,000 to 160,000, 

To raise the output of pilots from Army 
schools to 12,000 a year, he said, 3,000 
instructors will be required, 2,300 more 
than are now available. One hundred of 
231 student pilots graduated this week,

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Parachute Battalion Formed 


Formation of the 501ist Parachute Bat- 
talion at Ft. Benning, Ga., was announced 
this week by the War Department. The 
battalion will be under the command of 
Maj. William M. Miley, Inf., and will have 
a strength of approximately 500. The per- 
sonnel now on duty with the Test Para- 
chute Battalion at Ft. Benning will form 
the nucleus of the new organization. Addi- 
tional enlisted men will be procured from 
various Regular Army Infantry Regi- 
ments within the continental limits of the 
United States. These men will be chosen 
from selected volunteers with special 
qualifications, 

The new Parachute Battalion will be 
assembled at once at Ft. Benning and the 
training commenced in the immediate fu- 
ture. It is expected that this battalion, 
when trained, will provide cadres for ad- 
ditional units of parachute troops to be 
organized later. 

Details of equipment and uniforms for 
the battalion were not available this 
week, nor was any statement made on 
whether or not personnel of the battalion 
will receive additional pay. Since mem- 
bers of the unit will be required to par- 
ticipate regularly in aerial flights, how- 
ever, it is likely that they will receive 
regular flying pay—an increase of 50 per 
cent over base pay. 





NBC to Broadcast From Posts

Army Welfare and Recreation 

In the present program of expansion 
and training, the Army will manage its 
own welfare and recreational facilities, 
Gen. George C. Marshall, Chief of Staff, 
said this week. 

The General said that instructions will 
he issued to all Army commanders in the 
field regarding the importance of main- 
taining a high morale among the newly 
inducted men and directing that special 
consideration be given to this objective 
in the present increase of our Army. 

The only exception to the welfare policy 
will be in the case of the Red Cross. “As 
a part of the Welfare Service, General 
Marshall said, “Red Cross Field Directors 
will be established at each camp or can- 
tonment who, acting in close cooperation 
with commanding officers, will conduct a 
program of home service for the able- 
bodied, and hospital and social service 
for patients. This is the only exception 
to the policy that the Army will manage 
its own welfare and recreational facili- 
ties, but this exception is specifically au- 
thorized by the Act of Congress which 
created the American Red Cross.” 

The General pointed out that the 
Morale Division has been established in 
the oflice of The Adjutant General to as- 
sist Commanders in the field in planning 
and developing recreational and welfare | 
facilities. The organization and duties of

ment as reported in the ARMY AND Navy 
JOURNAL last week. The old-style, and 
now obsolete, standing-collar coat and 
overcoat will appear in the ranks with the 
latest roll collar type coat and overcoat. 
The old type woolen breeches, with spiral 
leggings, will be used as a substitute for 
trousers and canvas leggings. This old 
style clothing will within a very short 
time be replaced with the standard arti- 
cles of issue and will then be used as 
work clothes on maneuvers and on the 
target range, thereby conserving wear 
and tear on the new standard clothing. 

Three types of raincoats are now being 
procured by the Army: the standard, rub- 
berized, dismounted and mounted rain- 
coats; a substitute rubberized type; and 
an oil-treated type. The oil-treated type 
will not be issued in the 4th and 8th 
Corps Areas, except in emergency, be- 
eause of its unsuitability in warm 
climates, 

Soldiers in the 4th, 8th, and 9th Corps 
Areas, when and where climatic condi- 
tions permit, will be issued cotton coats 
in lieu of wool coats in such cases as 
the corps area commander decides.

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Medal Issued to Reservists 


Secretary of the Navy Frank Knox this 
week announced issuance of a new Naval 
Reserve Medal to 35 commissioned officers 
and 52 petty officers of the Naval Re- 
serve. 

The new medal, being distributed for 
the first time, is issued on request of the 
Bureau of Navigation, to officers and men 
of the Organized Reserve, Volunteer Re- 
serve and Merchant Marine Reserve who 
have served ten or more years of contin- 
uous inactive service, including periods 
of active training duty and who fulfilled 
the prescribed conditions during that 
time. The officers eligible for the United 
States Naval Reserve Medal must have 
received no unsatisfactory entries in fit- 
ness reports; enlisted men must have 
clear service records; officers and men 
must have performed not less than 90 per 
cent of thie training cruises and drills, 
equivalent instruction or duty or appro- 
priate duty periods presertbed for them 
or for the organization to which attached. 
In lieu of these requirements, outstand- 
ing service over the required period may 
be accepted upon the recommendation of 
the Bureau or office concerned,

Navy Benefit Guide 

The Bureau of Navigation has compiled 
a benefit guide for oflicers and enlisted 
men of the Navy and Naval Reserve 
which became available to the service 
this week, 

Prepared under date of 1 May 1940, 
the guide gives information on gratuities, 
care of remains, provision of national flag, 
burial allowance, pensions, government 
insurance and the like, 


Retired Naval Officers 

Senator Walsh, chairman of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Naval Affairs, intro- 
duced a bill on 27 Sept. providing for the 
advancement on the retired list of certain 
ollicers of the line of the Navy. 

Under the measure “those lieutenants 
of the line of the Navy who served in the 
Navy or Naval Reserve Iorce prior to 
12 Nov. 1918, and who were, between 29 
May 1934, and 283 June 1938, while on a 
promotion list, placed on the retired list 
for physical disability, shall be advanced 
on the retired list to the grade for which 
they were selected for promotion.” The 
bill specifies that no increased pay would 
accompany the promotions. 

Because of objections by the Bureau of 
the Budget, the Navy Department did not 
urge enactment of IIR. 9746, introduced 
by Representative Maas, which would 
provide that additional active service by 
retired oflicers be counted in computing 
percentage increases in retired pay at the 
rate of 2% percent of active duty pas 
times the number of years of service, 
Secretary Knox said that he thought it 
equitable to allow such percentage in- 
creases, but that the Budget Bureau op- 
posed the measure. There are 70 officers 
of the Marine Corps and 339 officers of 
the Navy on the retired list who might 
be affected. 

The Navy Department opposed another 
bill by Representative Maas, HR. 9287, 
which would promote retired oflicers re- 
called to active duty after specified years 
of duty. “Promotion on the active list for 
ollicers of the ranks indicated is by se- 
lection,” the Navy’s letter to the com- 
mittee states, “and many of the retired 
oflicers have been retired because of non- 
selection or promotion.”

Medical Reserves for ROTC 
Juty 

Due to the shortage of Regular Army 
Medical officers, the War Department an- 
nounces that Medical Reserve oflicers may 
be placed on extended active duty with 
Kkeserve Oflicers’ Training Corps units 
at such institutions as now have a Regu- 
lar Army Medical oflicer as Professor of 
Military Science and Tactics. This fol- 
lows similar action taken with regard to 
Reserve officers of the Ordnance Depart- 
ment and of the Chemical Warfare Ser- 
vice, 

Medical Reserve oflicers assigned to 
R.O.T.C, duty must be acceptable to the 
oflicials of the educational institutions 
where their services are to be used and 
they also must be junior to the Regular 
Army oflicer who is the Professor of Mili- 
tary Science and Tactics. 








Civilian Leave for Reserves 

The bill, 8S. 4356, safeguarding the an- 
nual and military leave privileges of Re- 
serve oflicers who -take active duty with 
the Army or Navy was reported favor- 
ably on 27 Sept. by Senator Sheppard, 
chairman of the Senate Military Affairs 
Committee. 

The committee report stated: 

“It is the design of this bill that any em- 
ployee of the United States Government, its 
Territories or possessions, or the District of 
Columbia, ordered to active duty with the 
military or naval forces of the United States, 
shall be entitled to receive compensation in 
his civilian position covering military leave 
of 15 days now allowed by law for such em- 
ployees who are members of the Officers’ Re- 
serve Corps and who are ordered to such duty 
with troops or at field exercises or for instruc- 
tion, and any accumulated or current accrued 
leave to his credit in addition to his military 
pay. It also provides that in case any such 
employee is granted leave with pay from his 
civilian position, he may elect to have any ac- 
cumulated or current accrued leave remain to 
his credit until his return from active military 
service,”’

Also in the Patrol Force will be the new 
aircraft carriers Wasp and Ranger, abou 
50 destroyers, including those which have 
been conducting the Neutrality Patrol, 
and a number of submarines. 

“Having all the vessels in the Atlantic 
under one commander,” the Navy 
partment stated in its announcement of 
the creation of the Patrol Force, “wil! 
result in increased efficiency in the opera 
tions and training of the vessels.” 

Command of the Patrol Force by Nayy 
standards would be the job of a vice ad 
miral, since the force is larger than the 
Asiatic Fleet, though the position perhaps 
does not require the same diplomatic 
judgment which goes hand-in-hand with 
the Asia Station position, now held by 
Admiral Thomas ©, Hart. Moreover, Rear 
Admiral Ellis has two other rear admirals 
under his orders. 

Secretary of the Navy Knox this week 
stated that the question of a vice ad 
miraley for the command of the Patro| 
Force had not yet been discussed, but 
such a step would not be likely to lk 
taken anyway until the next general shift 
of sea commands. 

Mr. Knox also stated this week that 
there were no plans at this time for ey 
pansion cf either the Asiatic Fleet or the 
Yangtze Patrol, nor were there any plans 
for a “good-will” cruise of units of the 
Asia Fleet to Australia and New Zealand 
The suggestion of such a cruise, Mr. Knox 
termed a “good idea.”

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Steel in Navy Vessels 

To be delivered at Navy Yards and 
private shipbuilding yards between 1940 
and 1946: about one million and a half 
tons of steel. 

That is the order placed by the Navy 
asa result of ship construction put under 
contract in June, July and August. 

First order was for the steel necessary 
to build and protect the vessels to be built 
under the regular 1941 program, This 
was followed by the so-called 11 per cent 
expansion of the Navy, and this in turn 
by the gigantic “doubling” of the fleet 
in reality a 70 per cent increase of naval 
tonnage. 

As a matter of fact, the amount of steel 
ordered, impressive as it is, will not dis 
commode the United States’ vast steel in- 
dustry at all. Procurement difliculties lie 
in the need for special types of steel 
principally armor and heavy forgings. 

Armor, which forms 23 per cent by dis- 
placement weight of a battleship, requires 
special processes from the hearth furnace 
on to the shaping of each especially-de- 
signed plate. With but three manufac- 
turers of armor steel in the country and 
the government’s own armor plant at 
South Charlston, W. Va., to provide the 
necessary plate, limited facilities will re- 
tard naval shipbuilding during 1941 and 
1942. Beginning with 1948 armor pro 
duction will reach a point where orders 
can be filled as quickly as the material is 
needed, 

The other bottleneck, the inadequacy

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of plants to provide the quantity of heavy 
forgings needed for machinery in vessels, 
will also require some time to overcome. 

Facilities for the production of other 


types of steel are adequate, although the | 
Navy will require between 1940 and 1946 | 


the staggering total of 877,000 tons of 
such steel, in the following increments: 
last six months of 1940, 141,000 tons; 
1941, 208,000 tons; 1942, 213,000 tons; 
1943, 205,000 tons; 1944, 100,000 tons; 
1945, 27,000 tons, and 1946, 4,000 tons. 
The distribution of these requirements by 
program shows the regular 1941 program 
calling for 133,000 tons; the 11 per cent 


expansion, 248,000 tons, and the 70 per 


cent expansion, 496,000 tons. 

To simplify the method of procuring 
such structural steel, the Navy Depart- 
ment has inaugurated a new system of 


placing contracts. In lieu of ordering 
steel for a vessel or group of vessels, 


semi-annual contracts are placed for a 


certain quantity of steel at a fixed unit 
price, the government reserving the right 
to increase this amount to meet current 


requirements, On the first of October | 
such six-month contracts were signed 
with four steel companies—the second 


period during which such blanket con 
tracts were let. 
This system has also been extended to 


other purchases which the Navy makes | 


in quantity. T'wo commodities covered by 
unit-price contracts are aluminum and 
welding electrodes, though in the case of 
these materials contracts run for twelve 
instead of six months, 

Any discussion of the amount of steel 
required in a vessel must be preceded by 


a clarification of terms used. Armor, for | 


instance, is of two types. One is forged 
armor, procurement of which is under the 
cognizance of the Bureau of Ordnance. 
The other type is rolled armor, usually of 
three inches in thickness or less, which is 
procured by the Bureau of Ships. The 
usual conception of armor is the thick 


belt about the middle of a battleship or | 


cruiser, the heavy sheathing on the gun 
turrets and conning towers of such ves- 
sels, or the thick protective deck of a 
ship. But armor is needed just as much

in certain watertight bulkheads, for in- 
stance. Armor plate put to such uses is 
ordered by the Bureau of Ships since 
plates of that type serve in more than one 
role. They provide protection, to be sure 

but they also form part of the skin or 
frame of a ship. They must bear their 
share of stress and strains. 

With welding coming more and more 
to the fore in the construction of ships, 
technology has faced the problem of em 
ploying that method of jointing satisfac 
torily with relled armor plate as well as 
with ordinary steel framing and sheath- 
ing. And for several years, using a ordi- 
nary commercial type of welding rod, 





satisfactory welds of rolled armor up to 
three inches in thickness have been made, 

A battleship, as previously stated, ig 
about 23 per cent armor by weight. An- 
other 10.5 per cent goes into armament 
(guns) and ammunition. Half of the 
weight is her hull—her skin and framing, 
Four per cent of the weight is hull equip. 
ment. Ten per cent is engines and ma- 


chinery. Two and a half per cent goes 
into outfitting, equipment and comple. 


ment stores. Thus, about 97 per cent of 
the weight of a ship is steel. 

Translating percentages into figures, 
the hull steel in a 35,000-ton battleship, 
exclusive of armor of both rolled and 
forged types, is 16,500 tons. Armor, ap 
plying the 28 per cent formula, should 
weigh about 8,050 tons. 

The hull weight of other classes of 
ships, exclusive of armor, is as follows: 

Aircraft carrier of Yorktown and En- 
terprise class, 15,620 tons. 

Heavy cruiser, 6,396 tons. 

10,000-ton light cruiser, 4,764 tons. 

2,100-ton destroyer, 770 tons. 

1,700-ton destroyer, 572 tons. 

Submarine, 625 tons. 

These figures are not only exclusive of 
armor, but exclusive of guns, ammunition, 
engines and machinery, whose principal 
ingredient is steel.

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Steel in Army Engineering 
By MAJ. GEN. JULIAN L. SCHLEY, 
Chief of Engineers, U. S. Army 

HERE are comparatively few items 

procured by the Corps of Engineers 
in Which the products of iron in one form 
or another do not enter. It may be con- 
servatively stated that iron and = steel 
constitute about 60% of all the materials 
required in 
the produc- 
tion of Engi- 
neer equip- 
ment and 
supplies for 
the Army. 

Consider- 
ing the cost 
of = fabrica- 
tion of an 
item by the 
contractor 
who is to 
furnish it 
and the cost 
of the basic 
materials re 
quired in 
the fabrica 
tion, it is 
estimated 
that the 
steel indus 
try will share to the extent of approxi 
mately $6,000,000 in the recent appropria 
tion of $42,000,000 for the procurement of 
Engineer equipment and supplies under 
the present emergency procurement pro 
gram. Some of the finished and semi 
finished steel products which can be and 
are procured from the steel industry are 
bars, rail, structural shapes, pipe, 
and wire products. 

These form the smaller part of procure 
ment activities of the Corps of Engineers 
involving steel. The bulk of steel require 
wents lies in the various components of 
Engineer equipment Cranes, 
power shovels, air Compressors and tools, 
concrete mixers, road graders, water 
purification units, pumps, electric gen 
erators, power tools, steel bridges, draft 
ing equipment, map reproduction equip 
ment, ete. In the manufacture of such 
equipment all classes of steel are used, 
such as bars, rods, I-beams, channels, 
plates, sheets, wire and wire rope, tubular 
products, and miscellaneous castings. 

The fabrication of any one component 
involves the working of a billet or of a 
semi-finished product or of a pig into re 
quired shape or form, as for example the 
forging of an axle from a billet or bloom, 
the assembly of a frame from bars or rods 
and structural shapes, the fabrication of 
atank or container from plates or sheets, 
the production of bolts and rivets from 
bar stock, and the utilization of pig iron 
to produce castings of bases, supports, 
wheels, and gears. While many manufac 
turers of those types of equipment re- 
quired by the Corps of Engineers have 
their own facilities to effect these opera 
tions, others depend on sub-contractors, 

However, whether or not a contractor 
is dependent on sub-contractors for the 
manufacture of required steel compo 
tents, both the contractor and sub-con 
tractor are dependent on the steel in 
dustry for the basic steel and for certain 
“ni-finished products. The importance of 
the steel industry to the effective prosecu 
ton of the procurement program of the 
Corps of Engineers in the present emer 
feney is readily apparent and is thor 
*Nghly appreciated by all concerned,

Sometimes it becomes necessary to ex- 
pand our own production. This is being 
done in the case of heavy forgings, armor 
plate, and toluene for TNT. 

For those materials which we may not 
be able to get and can not produce in the 
United States, our only alternative is to 
find a substitute. This is what we are do- 
ing about rubber. We get virtually all of 
our rubber from the Dutch East Indies, 
and it is impossible at the present time 
to supplant this supply with rubber from 
South America. Accordingly, we are en 
couraging the development of plans to 
produce synthetic rubber, 

Sometimes it is not possible to get 
enough materials for our defense program 
by any of these means. Then the obvious 
nuswer is that we must get more out of 
what we have, so extensive conservation 
and reclamation programs have been de 
veloped to be used when and if the emer 
gxency warrants, | 

Since additional facilities take time to 
build, new sources take time to develop 
and reclamation programs take time to 
become effective, we are accumulating re 
serves of all strategic materials in which 
there is a threat of shortage. This is being 
done both by various government agen 
private industry. 

In order to keep open our lines of sup 
ply, we must have the full cooperation 
of industry. That is what we have been 
getting. Every time a “red thiag” situation 
arises, we discuss the problems with the 
leaders in that field and get invaluable 
assistance from them. It is by this meth 
od that this nation will be able effectively 
to meet the emergency that has 
thrust upon us,

To 
this construction was introduced the 
SAE 2330 344% nickel steel which was 
used for forgings s, miscellaneous fittings 
machined from bar stock, bolts, shackles, 
terminals and miscellaneous hardware, 
Streamline tie rods and cable were made 
of SAE 1050 steel,

SAE 2330 variety was available but un- 
satisfactory for forming into fittings. 
Chemical composition, tensile strength 
and ductility were as required but the 
steel failed by splitting when bent cold 
and contained excessive internal flaws 
and segregations which rendered it like- 
ly to fail under repeated stresses. In the 
absence of a better material the fittings 
were formed of this material by hot 
bending. This process was unsatisfactory. 

The construction of the NC flying boats 
demanded a steel of greater mechanical 
properties combined with ease of fabri- 
cation for the structural fittings as the 
low carbon steel became bulky and heavy. 
Carbon vanadium sheet steel was 
lected for this purpose because it 
available at the time. A great deal of 
trouble was experienced in the manufac 


ee 


ture of fittings from this steel due to 
cracking in forming, welding, brazing, 


ete. The steel was used in the heat treat 
ed condition to a minimum 
strength of 150,000 p. s. i. 
age elongation of 104% in two inches, 
while the low carbon steel only had a ten 
sile strength of 50,000 pounds p. s. i. with 
an average elongation of 10% in 
inches. 

In order to develop a more suitable ma 
terial, sheet steel manufacturers coop 
erated in an investigation of a hot rolled 
material and paid more attention to the 
melting practice to produce sheets of 
chrome vanadium SAE 6130, 
nickel SAK 3135, and 344% nickel 
2330. All three steels meet the required 
static tensile tests, 7. ¢.. 150,000 p. os. i. 
tensile strength, 125,000 p. s. i. yield 
strength and a minimum elongation of 
10% in two inches. They could be acety 
lene or electric spot welded, brazed and 
heat treated after brazing. Any of these 
steels could be machined in the annealed 
state without special difficulty, and 
could be drilled, cut and sheared in the 
heat treated state. 

Aside from the bend test, the three 
steels did not differ greatly in any of the 
properties investigated, except that 
nickel chromium steel was somewhat in

forming. Chrome-vanadium sheet steel 
was selected in view of its satisfactory 
forming characteristics when bent in both 
directions of rolling, a requirement nec- 
essary for production in the shop. 
Investigations continued and a chrome- 
molybdenum steel, X4130, was _ finally 
udopted as having superior qualities for 
the manufacture of high strength steel 
fittings. This material is used at present 
as an important structural material for 
engine mounts, landing gear assemblies, 
wing hinge fittings, and 
important parts.

With these high mechanical properties, 
material of 4” thickness can be bent cold 
over its own thickness, drilled and ma- 
chined.

SAE 4340) chrome-nickel-molybdenum 
steel is used for heavy sections because of 
its depth hardening eharacteristics for 
heavy sections. It has possibilities in tu- 
bular form of light wall and has 
been successfully fabricated into engine 
mounts. In this respect it has advantages 
over the 4130 steel because of its “air 
hardening” characteristics, that is, after 
a normalizing heat treatment, which is 
essential when welded, to prevent brittle- 
ness in the weld it developed the follow- 
ing properties :

This steel, known 
as the “two score steel,” has been used 
extensively in foreign aircraft construe. 
tion. Another type of corrosion resisting 
steel generally used is the 18-8 type which 
is used for many applications where cor. 
rosion resistance, high strength, and low 
magnetic characteristics are required, 
This is cold worked and fabricated into 
wire for springs, and extra flexible cable, 
hoisting slings, streamline tie rods, and 
numerous applications in accessory parts, 
fabricated from sheet which is usually as. 
sembled by spot welding. To this steel js 
also added a stabilizing element such as 
titanium or columbium when subjected to 
elevated temperatures such as the ex. 
haust disposal system, heaters, ete. 

Although the above discusses uses of 
steel in aireraft construction, a consid. 
erable quantity and variety is used for 
other applications in aircraft and for jigs 
and fixtures, metal working tools and 
handling equipment required for duties 
peculiar to naval aircraft. 

Steels have also played an important 
role in the development of the aircraft 
engine, where the exacting requirements 
nided considerably in the improvement ip 
the quality of the large variety of alloy 
steels used, :

The Tool Steel Industry 


BY FLOYD ROSE 
Vice-President, Vanadium-Alloys Steel Co. 

LTHOUGH the armament program has 

A not been fully outlined as regards the 
industries upon which heavy demands will 
pe made, so far mention has only been 
made of ability of the tonnage mills to 
meet the demands which will be made 
upon the steel industry. 
The Tool Steel industry will play an im- 
portant and most vital part in the finish- 
ing of every part both of the ferrous and 
non-ferrous commitments on the Defense 
Program, and yet little survey has been 
made regarding the capacity of the Tool 
Steel mills. In one respect it is the neck 
of the bottle, because Iligh Speed and 
Super High Speed Steels which are used 
in the turning of shells, guns, torpedoes, 
castings, airplane parts, ete., and the bor 
ing, pressing and shaping of all other fer- 
rus and non-ferrous metals, are manu- 
factured in small capacity furnaces and 
require very drastic specifications and in 
spection. This means slow production. 

With the demand that will eventually 
be made on the Tool Steel mills, would 
it not be a wire move to have a survey 
wade before their rolling schedules get 
ongested, and have first-hand informa- 
tion of the large capacity which is now 
available’ A move like this would receive 
10% cooperation from our company, and 
[know the other Tool Steel companies 
would give the same cooperation. 

Twenty years of research, experiment- 
ing and testing since the World War have 
developed a much higher production effi- 
dency, Which together with modern ma- 
chine tools will speed up the production 
schedules of arsenals, shipyards, torpedo 
stations and general finishing plants in 
this Defense Program. 

The principal factor in making prompt 
deliveries of finished bars or forgings of 
Tool Steel is having a sufficient supply of 
raw materials. Advance notice of the 
Government’s needs in Tool Steel, in order 
to avoid delay in armament production, 
will permit the mills to keep on hand an 
amount of raw material in excess of 
normal.

alloy and special steels in the manu- 
facture of munitions since 1918 has served 
to further emphasize the role of the steel 
industry in providing the “life blood” for 
the whole program of munitions produc- 
tion. 

A study of the coordination of the steel 
supply as undertaken during the last war 
and an evaluation of the capacity of the 
present steel industry, together with the 
military requirements under existing pro- 
curement plans, conclusively indicate the 
need for a Steel Mobilization Plan as a 
basis for meeting the problem of emer- 
gency supply. 

The basic determinations 
under such a Plan are: 

a, The ability of the steel industry to 
carry the military and civilian loads. 

b. The method of coordination required 
to effect the most eflicient use of this in- 
dustry. 

The recognized objectives are: 

a. To facilitate the supply of steel to 
the War and Navy Departments and the 
Maritime Commission, in the time and 
quantity and of the quality required. 

b. To meet the military requirements 
for steel with a minimum disturbance of 
the normal supply for civilian purposes. 

c. To furnish the Office of the Assistant 
Secretary of War, the Army and Navy 
Munitions Board and the Council of Na- 
tional Defense, with a well defined picture 
of the emergency requirements for steel, 
the capacity of the steel industry, and the 
capacity percentages of individual steel 
plaints required to meet the military load. 

The following fundamental principles 
require application : 

a. Military requirements by specific 
grades, qualities and quantities of steel 
must be known. 

b. Capacities of individual steel plants 
for the production of specific military re- 
quirements must be ascertained. 

c. In the placement of military load on 
individual steel plants, cross-hauls and 
distribution difficulties must be reduced 
to a minimum, especially in the case of 
the plain carbon er tonnage steels. 

d. The supply of alley and special steels 
representing production problems must be 


necessary 





facilitated by maintaining normal rela- 
tionship between the steel producer and 
the fabricator of munitions wherever 
practicable. 

e. The emergency load must be dis- 
tributed equitably among steel producers. 

f. Essential civilian requirements must 
be met insofar as practicable. 

yg. Competition among the supply ser- 
vices of the War and Navy Departments 
and the Maritime Commission must be 
eliminated. 

h. The Plan must have the concurrences 
of military procuring agencies, steel pro- 
ducers and the fabricators of munitions, 

i. The Plan must be kept currently ad- 
justed in accordance with changes in pro- 
curement plans and steel plant capacities. 

A Steel Mobilization Plan, based on the 
objectives and principles indicated above, 
has been prepared under the direction of 
the Army and Navy Munitions Board and 
is available for use as a foundation upon 
which to build a system of emergency 
control of steel at such time as the in- 
creasing load on the industry makes 
necessary such a procedure.

Army Hospitalization 

The War Department announced this 
week that additional hospitalization re 
quired at permanent Regular Army sta 
tions is being provided as follows: 

For larger garrisons where the oper 
ating and clinical facilities of existing 
hospitals are overloaded and extensiv' 
alterations are necessary for the use of 
permanent barracks as wards; cantol 
ment type hospitals are being const ructed 

lor smaller garrisons where operating 
and ¢linical facilities of the existing hes 
pital are generally suflicient to meet the 
additional load, and permanent barracks 
are inadequate for wards or are distant 
from the hospital, temporary wards and, 
if essential, additional clinical facilitie 
will be constructed. 

In smaller stations where operating 
and clinical facilities of existing hos 
pitals are generally sufficient to meet the 
additional load, and the type of construc 
tion and location of permanent barrack 
permit such use ; by the use of permanelt 
barracks altered for use as temporary 
wards and additional clinical facilities 
if essential. 

Major structural alterations to perm 
nent barracks are not contemplated ané 
men displaced by use of permanent bat 
racks will be provided with temporat 
barracks. 

Pending the provision of addition 
hospital facilities, permanent barrack 
will be used in emergency.

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113 New Army Generals 

The 118 officers appointed to and pro- 
moted in the grade of general officer of 
the Army under the new temporary ad- 
yanced rank authority, as printed on page 
87 of the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL last 
week, were confirmed in the new grades 
by the Senate on 1 Oct., and orders for 
their promotion were issued by the War 
Department the next day. 

The appointments provide the com- 
mand ranks needed under requirements 
now existing and immediately in sight, 
put there will be more temporary pro 
motions to the rank of general oflicer as 
the Army expands, General George C. 
Marshall, Chief of Staff, stated this week. 

The Chief of Staff said that as the de 
velopment of the Army moves forward 
new generals will be appointed for spe 
cific needs. For example, he said, the Air 
Corps will need more generals as new 
wings are organized from personnel now 
being trained and materiel now under 
construction, As reception centers and 
replacement centers are constructed and 
get ready to eperate, temporary advance 
ments will be made to provide officers 
with proper rank to command them. Other 
instances, too, will arise which will re- 
quire more generals, he stated, citing the 
fact that a new general oflicer will be re- 
quired to command the artillery in 
Panama when that reaches the expected 
strength of 10,000 men. 

Apparently to emphasize the youth of 
the new generals, the official War Depart- 
ment announcement given the press gave 
the age of each of the oflicers. These ages 
ran from 4S to 63 years, but averaged 
only 55 years for the entire group. The 
new major generals average nearly 57 
years of age, while the new brigadier- 
generals average about 5444 years of age. 

As to seniority, the most senior pro- 
motion list colonel selected for elevation 
to the rank of brigadier general was num- 
her 175 on the 20 April promotion list. 
From this height the selections ran down 
the list including a few who have been 
promoted to colonel only recently and one 
who is still a lieutenant colonel being 241 
on the promotion list of lieutenant 
colonels. A number of Air Corps oflicers 
were promoted who were already tem- 
porary colonels, advanced from their 
regular grade of lieutenant colonel under 
the Air Corps’ temporary advanced rank 
act. 

Of the field officers promoted to gen- 
eraley the greatest number were from the 
Air Corps, 18 of whose olflicers were so 
elevated. Next largest number went to 
the Field Artillery with 16 promotions, 
and third place to the Infantry with 13 
promotions. Hight were promoted from 
the Coast Artillery Corps, eight from the 
Ordnance Department, seven from the 
Cavalry, five each from the Corps of En- 
gineers and Medical Corps, three from the 
Quartermaster Corps, and one each from 
the Adjutant General’s Department and 
the Signal Corps. 

Except for those assignments noted in 
the announcement published in last 
week’s ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL no fur- 
ther intimation has been given as to the 
commands of the new generals. It was 
stated at the War Department that an 
innouncement may be expected shortly, 
but that the complete slate has not yet 
heen worked out. The new general offi- 
ters to be assistants to the chiefs of 
Wranches fulfill the recommendations a 
iumber of chiefs have made from year to 
year, 

It is noted that the appointments of the 
three oflicers to be assistants to the Chief 
of the AirCorps are regular appointments 
for the usual four year period, inasmuch 
48 they fill vacancies created by the trans 
fer of the present assistants to other 
duties which carry the rank of Major 
Generals.

The War Situation 

The new Rome-Berlin-Tokyo Axis has 
not yet produced any changes in the 
several war fronts. The signing of the 
pew treaty coincided with the thought in 
Great Britain that there was no longer 
any reason to fear the Hitler invasion in 
the near future. Notwithstanding this 
feeling in the British Isles, the govern 
ment has admitted a mounting toll from 
the air raids and has issued warnings 
that the preparations for invasion were 
continuing without sign of slackening. 

The North Sea front continues most ac 
tive over London and the German bases 
along the French-Belgian-Dutch coasts, 
The air attacks continue uninterruptedly 
by both Great Britain and Germany. 
Both are developing their offensive and 
defensive tactics. The recent reports in 
dictate that the British ground defense 
is becoming more effective, also, that a 
newly organized night patrol of units 
specially trained in night operations is 
giving «a good account of itself. This unit 
is called the night-hawk patrol. What 
ever the renson, German air tactics have 
undergone a number of changes, indicat 
ing that Hither and Goering are not sat 
isfied with the results obtained so far. 
During the week more than nine hundred 
German planes in a single raid were re 
ported flying over the British Isles in all 
directions in formations of varying sizes 
They retreated as soon as British Spit 
fires and Hurricanes would be sighted 
and apparently were not making any ef 
fort to drop bombs. The exact object of 
such raids is not clear. They may have 
been to train pilots with the hope of in 
stilling fear among the civilian popula 
tions. Such bombing raids as have been 
made have ineluded fighting planes 
carrying a few bombs. With respect to 
the British air offensive, the German of 
ficial communiques contirm the British 
reports that their offensive air opera 
tions have been greatly increased, espe 
cially over Berlin. 


After experiencing their longest air 
raid the Wither government is making 


provision for evacuating women and chil- 
dren from Berlin. It is claimed that the 
evacuation is not mandatory, only vol 
untary on the part of those who desire to 
leave and are not needed. The morale of 
none of the belligerents has been vitally 
affected, in facet, there have been stories 
in the press that many in London no 
longer seek air shelter when warning is 
sounded, This confirms the experience of 
civilian populations during the Spanish 
Civil War. 

The Battle of Britain is not confined 
to air operations alone. Long range guns 
continue to bark at one another and at 
shipping in the channel but without any 
material effect. Submarine activities ap 


pear to be at a minimum and British 
shipping losses are no longer headline 
news. 

The German and Italian papers are 
once again carrying stories about land, 


sea and air attacks on Gibraltar and in 
dicate that Spain is expected to join 
them. There have been reports that 
Franco is in no position to undertake any 
fighting at this time. However, if the 
Axis decides that an attack on Gibraltar 
is to be made, using Spain as a base, 
Spain is in no position to resist. Along 
with the rumors about the Gibraltar 
campaign are rumors that Hitler is send 
ing officers and men to help if not take 
over the direction, of the Italian offensive 
in North Africa. Italian are be 
ing subjected to intensive British bomb 
ing attacks and appear to be unable to 
advance beyond Sidi Barroni which is 75 
miles inside Egypt from Libya. 

Expert opinion in London is that the 
tritish Mediterranean Front will become 
the main theatre of the war now that the 
invasion has been abandoned for the 
present. This point of view is borne out 
by reports that both Hitler and Stalin are 
taking up new positions in the Baltic 
states. Although they have agreements to 
act together under certain circumstances,

it is apparent that both are preparing for 
any eventuality. The Balkan situation is 
unstable as usual but is dominated at the 
present time by the Berlin-Rome Axis. 

The Dakar incident appears to be 
closed with the French government there 
remaining loyal to the Vichy government. 
French convoys are reported to be pass- 
ing between Dakar and French ports, 
which if true, tends to keep that situation 
confused, as British sea forces in the vi- 
cinity must be able to interrupt French 
convoys if they desired to do so.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—It is a new experience for the United States to have three great 
Powers announce a Treaty of Alliance directed at our safety and vital interests, when 
they ure officially at peace with us. Prior to the World War, Great Britain and Japan 
were Allies, and, because that engagement concerned our Government, Secretary 
Hughes induced its termination at the Washington Disarmament Conference. During 
that war, by reason of our association with the Allied Nations, we became the enemy 
of the Quadruple Alliance, which comprised Germany, Austro-Ifungary, Bulgaria and 
Turkey. Aside from these incidents, our history has been free from threat of attack 
by a combination, and the Treaty signed at Berlin, therefore, has a significance as to 
the position we have in the world, that cannot be overlooked, We are regarded as 2 
Power to be reckoned with, a Power that must be made to bend to the common will of 
its signatories. That is to say, we are notified that we will be subject to war if we 
continue to aid Great Britain and China, and if we refuse to accept the partition of 
the World which Germany, Italy and Japan have determined upon, Obviously, there 
was little hope that the Alliance would scare us into submission. The character of the 
American people, with which its participants are familiar, forbade any such prospect. 
It remains, consequently, that it was made in anticipation of action against us. For us, 
in the light of this conclusion, it must be met by preparedness, and by closer associa- 
tion with Great Britain and China, diplomatically, economically and militarily. 

The expanded embargo, the accompanying criticism of aggression made by the 
Secretary of State, and the Tungsten loan, were announced while the Administration 
was still of the opinion that the Japanese Government would not depart from its 
policy of separation from the European war, That opinion was based upon the 
knowledge that it was involved in a costly war in China, which has seriously reduced 
the standard of living of its people, and was apprehensive of Russia, whose enmity is 
its constant nightmare. However, there were many things to serve as sign posts of the 
consequences of the clashing policies Japan and the United States were pursuing. When 
he was Premier in 1938, Premier Konoye, head of the present Ministry in Tokyo, stated 
Japanese aims with respect to China, At that time they were limited to China her- 
self, and contemplated a relationship of “neighborly amity, common defense against 
Communism, and economic cooperation” between Japan, China and Manchuria, As the 
victories of Germany increased, Italy entered the war, Britain weakened in the Far 
Kast, and the United States more and more emerged as the lone champion of western 
interests in Asia and the Pacific, the “New Order” was expanded to comprise Japan 
and her continental satellites whose currencies were based upon the yen. While the 
term “Greater East Asia,” which has been assigned by the Treaty to Japan, is elastic, 
it is our understanding that it comprehends territory which does not conflict with 
Russia, but rather extends Japan’s interests southward and in the Pacific, far away 
from Soviet borders and ambitions. 

There is reason to believe that before entering into the Alliance, Japan received 
absolute assurances that she would not be attacked by Russia, and there are reports 
of an explicit understanding between the two Governments. These reports would seem 
to be justified by Article V of the Treaty, which states that the Alliance does not in 
any way affect the political status “which exists at present” as between each of the 
contracting parties and the Soviets. That something was in the wind relative to an 
improvement of Russo-Japanese relations was hinted at by Foreign Minister Molotoff 
on 1 August when in the course of a speech he predicted that the United States would 
join England in the war, and asserted that “if both sides understand the necessity of 
removing several obstacles, a rapprochement with Japan is possible.” To the removal 
of those obstacles, Germany and Italy addressed themselves, Hitler offered no objee- 
tion to the Sovietization of the Baltic States, as he had offered no objection to the 
attack upon Finland, and he looked callously upon Russian seizure of Bessarabia and 
Bukovina. Mussolini, likewise, showed friendly interest toward Russia by abandoning 
the traditional Italian policy of support for the despoiled country. Both Dictators 
encouraged Japanese conquest of China and expansion of the “New Order,” and com- 
placently promoted the invasion of Indo-China, As to the latter, Mussolini only a few 
days ago cabled his blessing “in the spirit of friendship for Japan.” 

An analysis of the Treaty of Alliance shows how far-reaching it is with respect to 
us. It provides for war against us: 

1. If we “attack,” that is to say, interfere, with any of the signatories in 
their “political” designs. Certainly we are interfering with and attacking them 
politically in Russia, which we are trying to detach from the Axis, in Egypt, 
which we are urging to join Britain, in Latin America, which we are solidifying 
against the Axis, in China, in Siam, where we are protesting against her demands 
upon Indo-China, and in the Dutch East Indies, the status quo ante of which we 
zre insisting upon. 

2. If we “attack,” that is to say, interfere with, any of the signatories in 
their “economic” policies. By the war zones we have established in belligerent 
areas and by that around the Americas, we are limiting the receipt of food and 
other necessities by the Axis States, and are planning to increase this limitation 
by agreements with producing nations of South and Central America whereby 
their surpluses will be held off the Continental Kuropean market. We have 
sequestered the assets of conquered States in our banks. We are seeking to abro- 
gate German patent rights. The Senate Interstate Commrce Committee has recom- 
mended a Congressional investigation of German and other interests in American 
Industry which could be used to throttle the defense program. 

3. If we “attack,” that is to say, interfere with, any of the signatories in 
their “military” policies. We gave destroyers to Britain, besides guns, rifles 
and ammunition, and enabled her to obtain American planes for use in Europe. 
The President is helping the White Committee to create a public sentiment, which 
will enable him to turn over to her our “Flying Fortresses,” and Senator Clark, 
in the hope of stopping such action, is endeavoring to have the Senate investigate 
the Committee. Germany and Italy know that the War Zones we have established 
are aiding the British blockade. We have served notice that we will protect 
Canada from invasion, and are assisting her to arm and increase her aid to En- 
land. In the Far East, our latest help to China was the $30,000,000 loan, five-sixths 
of which is in the form of an advance, in return for the delivery of Tungsten to us. 
The fact is we have given financial and economic help to China, and have en- 
couraged the sale of planes and other war materials to her. 

The business of the joint technical commissions, which the Treaty requires the 
Signatories to appoint, will be to prepare for collaboration against the United States 














and Great Britain. That is to say they will implement joint political, economic ang 
military action against us, and put the several plans into effect whenever they decide 
we have attacked any one of them. Volitical action will involve diplomatic pressure 
upon and propaganda in Central and South America, and a determined effort to induce 
Keonomic action must lie largely within the same 


opposition to the United States.

sphere, since there some damage could be done to us. 
submarine and plane assistance to Japan, the planes to fly over Russia, and probably 
plane assistance in the conquest of China and Indo-China. 

Besides Russia, we are concerned at this juncture over Spain. General Franco's 
brother-in-law is in Berlin. IHlis Minister of the Interior is in Rome. The Alliance 
opens the way for neutral nations also hankering for “living” space to become ia mem 
ber. Spain is greedy. She resented the attack upon Dakar because of the proximity 
of Senagal to the Spanish Gold Coast and Spanish Morocco, The Axis Vowers have 
promised all the military support she may need to take Gibraltar. She has heey 
promised more North African territory if she will enter the war. Hitler and Mussolini 
are anxious for Spanish support not only for the value it would have in their struggle 
with Britain, but because of the effect upon Pan-American relations with the United 
States. Take for example, Uruguay. That country has aroused Axis anger by its 
prosecution of a number of Germans, including the press attache of the German Lega 
tion, who was the head of a Nazi plot to overthrow the Government. Spanish influence 
would be helpful in promoting a revolution, and the establishment of a new Govern. 
ment which would lean toward the Axis. Similarly, Spain could work in other Re- 
publics, including Argentina, which is not too friendly anyhow, and thus the United 
States would have some of its activities directed away from the real theatre of war. 


Marine Corps—Plans for organization of a “streamlined” triangular division similar 
to those of the Regular Army were revealed by Marine Corps Headquarters this 
week, The 1st Marine Brigade, which is to leave this week for Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, 
now has only one infantry regiment, the 5th Marines, but an additional regiment, the 
7th Marines, is in process of organization. This will be augmented this winter by a 
third regiment to come from the expansion from 18,000 to 38,600 men, and the brigade 
will then be expanded to a triangular division ; in other words most of the men to enter 
the regiment are now in the service, but large numbers of the new recruits are stil! 
at the Parris Island reception center. 

When this third regiment is added, the Marines will have the same number of 
regiments as the Infantry, will have an artillery regiment corresponding to the 
artillery group in the Army (the two artillery regiments formerly in the triangular 
division have been consolidated into a single artillery unit of four battalions), and 
supporting engineer and quartermaster units will be analogous. 

First units of the Ist Marine Brigade—a battalion of infantry and engineer 
troops—have already left Quantico for Guantanamo, Cuba. The remainder of the 
brigade will leave Quantico in three increments on 8, 9 and 10 Oct., for Norfolk, whence 
they will sail 12 Oct. on the transports McCawley (ex-Santa Barbara) and Barnett 
(ex-Santa Maria). With them will go some of the Ist Aviation Group. Part of the 
group has already left for Cuba, and the remainder, except for a base detachment to 
remain at Quantico, will depart after the transports sail. 

The first planes departed Quantico 1 Oct., and were scheduled to arrive at Guan- 
tanamo on 3 Oct. 

The 1st Brigade is composed of approximately 2,900 officers and men, commanded 
by Brig. Gen. Hf. M. Smith. Addition of aviation personnel will bring strength of the 
forces in Cuba to about 3,600. To these also will be added the personnel of the Navy's 
first mobile field hospital. 

Later on, Secretary of the Navy Knox indicated this week, two of the four 
World-War type destroyers which are being converted to transports may be despatched 
to Cuba to participate in training exercises there. The Navy described the transfer 
of the 1st Brigade as “for the purpose of preliminary training of this force in view of 
the scheduled extensive Marine Corps maneuvers during the winter in the Caribbean 
area.” Guantanamo was chosen, the Navy said, because of its suitability for such 
training. It is no real secret, however, that another purpose of the move is to place a 
striking force strategically should events in the Caribbean render use of such a force 
necessary. 

Another result of the move is to make additional facilities at Quantico available 
for the Reserve oflicer classes being held there, especially for the new program of 
training three classes of 400 college graduates each for Reserve commissions. The 
Marine Corps is experiencing some difficulty in obtaining suflicient qualified graduates 
for its first class of 400, scheduled to start 1 Nov. College registrars are being re 
quested to forward lists of recommended graduates in order that they may be circu 
larized but such lists have been slow coming in. It is planned to have Marine officers 
visit colleges to speed collection of names. Local recruiters and local inspector: 
instructors of Reserve Battalions will be assigned to make these visits. 

The Marines’ offer is an attractive one. It is open to male citizens, 20 to 25 years 
of age, unmarried, graduates of colleges, not members of Army or Naval Reserve or 
National Guard, who are recommended by their college heads. Twelve hundred of 
these applicants will be processed through Quantico in three groups of four hundred 
each, Each group will spend three months in training as privates first class (pay $21 
a month under new scale), then three months as probationary second lieutenants of 
the Marine Corps Réserve, following which successful students would have their re- 
serve commissions made permanent and be given active duty for at least six additional 
months. Permanent commissions in the Marine Corps will be open to a number of 
these Reservists. 

Applications for the 1 Nov., 1 Feb. or 1 May classes should be sent to the Major 
General Commandant, U. S. Marine Corps, Washington. 

The Marine Corps on 20 Sept. edged over its former authorized strength of 34,000 
enlisted men by the narrow margin of five men, Enlisted strength of the corps on 2 
Sept. was reported as 34,005, with 878 first enlistments and 67 reenlistments reported 
during the week. However, since the President last month increased authorized en 
listed strength from 34,000 to 38,600, recruiters must continue their enlistment drive 
for another two months or so to obtain the additional men. 


Army Air Corps—The War Department announced this week that the Municipal 
Airports, Oklahoma City, Okla., and Tucson, Ariz., have been selected as sites for ne¥ 
Air Corps stations. 

The 48th Bombardment Group (light) and the 37th Air Base Group, with an ap 
proximate strength of 160 officers and 1,500 enlisted men, and Service Detachments 
with an approximate strength of 40 officers and 700 enlisted men are to be stationed 
at Oklahoma City as facilities become available. The 1st Bombardment Wing Head- 
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quarters, 41st Bombardment Group (Medium) and the 31st Air Base Group, with an 
approximate total strength of 270 officers and 1,800 enlisted men and service units 
with an approximate strength of 50 officers and 1,200 enlisted men are to be located 
at Tucson as facilities become available. 

Fourteen units in the network of flying fields being built by the Work Projects 
Administration to “ring” the United States have been designated for early development 
in the strategically important State of Maine, with work already started on eight of 
them. These 14 airports, certified by the War Department as important to National 
Defense, will be located in Auburn-Lewiston, Augusta, Bangor, Biddleford, Brunswick, 
Caribou, Houlton, Millinocket, Portlhind, Presque Isle, Princeton, Rumford, Sanford 
and Waterville and, when completed, will provide a well integrated airport system in 
the country’s northeasternmost state. 


Army Chaplains Corps——The Adjutant General this week advised Corps Area com 
manders that reserve ollicers of the Chaplains Corps will not be procured, ordered to 
extended active duty, assigned or reassigned except by his office. Mach assignment 
jurisdiction, he said, will submit requests to the War Department for such additional 
numbers of reserve chaplains as are needed for extended active duty with units and 
installations, specifying the unit or installation for which each chaplain is desired. 

A conference of chaplains of the Regular Army, National Guard and Reserve 
Corps in the Srd Corps Area has been called by Maj. Gen. James K. Parsons, corps 
area Commander, for 10 and 11 Oct., at Philadelphia, Pa. Chaplain Maurice W. Rey- 
nolds will be in charge of arrangements. The conference will consider duties of 
chaplains at mobilization wud training centers and mobilization points, aboard trans- 
ports, on the field of battle and after battle. 

Mr. A. S. Goodyear, sdministrative assistant to the Chief of Chaplains, has been 
ordered to extended active duty and now performs his duties in his grade of lieutennut 
colonel, Adjutant Generals-Reserve. 


Naval Aeronauties—In compliance with the Act of 5 March, 1940, the Naval de 
partment reported to Congress this week that it had awarded contracts to all three 
bidders on an invitation to bid for the furnishing of seat type parachutes. Instead of 
giving the entire contract to the lowest bidder, the Department apportioned it among 
all three, whose prices varied from $100 each to $116.50 each. A total of 1,800 were 
ordered at a total cost of $195,380. In explaining this action Acting Secretary For- 
restal said: “If award were made only to the lowest bidder for the full quantity of 
1800 parachutes, nine months would elapse before the contractor could make de 
liveries of this quantity. By making awards to three companies, deliveries will be 
obtained within four to six months. The normal demand upon the parachute market 
will be greatly increased, not only because of quantity orders from the military ser 
vices but also because of the requirement that all students training under the Civil 
Aeronautics Board program wear parachutes during all flights. In view of this condi 
tion, it is to the best advantage of the government to sponsor the entrance of reputable 
manufacturers in this field, and to assist in maintaining those who have already 
established themselves in this business. Due to the large scale production, the 
Switlik Parachute & Equipment Company (lowest bidder) is in a position to under- 
bid all competitors. Ilowever, it is essential that several sources of supply for this 
important equipment be maintained, in order to obviate difficulties which may arise 
in the future in any one factory.” 


Bureau of Ships—Contracts for 12 additional torpedo boats and 12 additional patrol 
hoats were awarded this week to Electric Boat Co., Bayonne Point, N. J., by the Navy 
Department. Cost of the vessels will be $6,502,008. The department also let contracts 
for expansion of shipbuilding facilities at Electric Boat Co., which has 45 submarines 
on order at its Groton, Conn., plant, and at Manitowae Shipbuilding Corp., which has 
10 submarines on order at its Manitowac, Wise. plant. Amount of the Electric Boat Co, 
contract is $2,750,000, that of the Manitowae contract, $1,000,000, A $4,600,000 contract 
for expansion of facilities of Consolidated Steel Co., Orange, Texas, and a contract in 
the same amount for expansion of facilities at the Seattle-Tacoma Shipbuilding Co., 
were also let. 


WPA Commissioner—The sudden death of Col. F.C. Harrington, commissioner of 
the Work Projects Administration, at the early age of 53, has caused a considerable 
amount of speculation as to the choice of his successor. The present acting commis 
sioner is Mr. Howard Ilunter, assistant commissioner, who has supervised WPA since 
Colonel Harrington became ill several weeks ago. Mr. Hunter is certainly a possibility 
for permanent appointment to the post. 

Two factors may, however, enter into a decision to pick another Army oflicer for 
the post. One factor is the matter of politics in relief, and to eliminate any suspicion 
that politics had been entering into the administration of the works program, Mr. 
Roosevelt has placed Army oflicers in several responsible positions in WPA, including 
the commissionership itself, held by Colonel Harrington. Another new factor is the 
emphasis being placed upon national defense in the allocation of WPA projects. More 
and more the funds and personnel of the agency are being concentrated upon projects 
of a military or semi-military character at the expense of the local civic betterment 
projects which formerly accounted for so much of WPA’s program. Administration of 
WPA as a defense auxiliary may make it desirable to keep an Army officer in the key 
Post. Several officers are being mentioned for the commissionership, There is Lt. Col. 
Edmund H. Leavey, CE, who recently came from New York to be chief engineer of 
Work Projects Administration—a post which Colonel Harrington filled while Mr. 
Harry Hopkins was administrator of WPA. Another possibility is Lt. Col. turtley M. 
Harloe, CE, assistant commissioner and chief engineer until Colonel Leavey reported 
from New York, and now a member of the War Department General Staff serving as 
liaison officer between WPA and the War Department. Another Army officer on duty 
with WPA is Lt. Col. Brehon I. Somervel!, who for several years has filled the ticklish 
Post of WPA Administrator for New York.

One problem which will arise next summer is the question of National Guard 
rifle teams; with all troops in training by divisions, it will be impracticable to have a 
team from each State, but the likely solution is a team from each National Guard divi- 
sion, as Well as teams from the Regular Army divisions, 

Other changes have been recommended by Col. Oliver S. Wood, lnf., executive 
officer of the matches. One is that the statistical officer be made statistical director, 
and that under him be three statistical officers one for 0 caliber, one for small bore, 
one for pistol. Another recommendation is that the junior rifle school be held for 
youths from 12 to 16 instead of 12 to 1S years of age since 16-year-old competitors can 
enter the National matches and can better be handled in the senior school, 

A third recommendation is that the rifle school, held the first week of the matches, 
he given an additional day because of added courses in use of the Garand, This can 
be accomplished by beginning matches Monday of the second week instead of Saturday 
of the tirst week. Most of Colonel Wood's other recommendations dealt with improve- 
ment of ranges, camp facilities and of clerical personnel, Ile pointed out that since 
the Marines did not furnish a battalion of troops this year, 308 Ohio National Guards- 
men had to be hired as civilians. These troops ably assisted the other forces on hand— 
the 20th Infantry and a detachment of the Srd Infantry. 


Coast Guard’s New Compass—Laboratory tests and ship trials of a new working 
model compass for the Coast Guard have been successfully completed by the Sperry 
Products Company. The master compass of the new type consists of a four-inch card 
upon which are mounted two short magnets, the whole having a pivot weight in the 
filling fluid of about two grams, and a period of oscillation some ten times greater 
than the standard Navy type. On the périphery of the card, over an are of 120 de- 
grees, is a strip of metal, forming one of the electrical clements, Fastened to the com- 
pass bowl, and placed 120 degrees apart are two smaller clements placed near, but 
not in physical contract with, the card. These elements (plus that of the bow! itself) 
constitute the elements of the pick-up system, which is electro-magnetic in operation, 
No disturbing force is exerted on the card. Each movement of the card relative to the 
bowl establishes, through an amplifier, a means for generating a signal and directional 
sense, which, in turn, permit the operation of an azimuth motor attached to the bowl 
for the purpose of keeping bowl and compass card aligned with each other, The motor 
is so placed as not to introduce magnetic deviation, is capable of accelerating the bowl 
uta rate of 30 degrees per second, and is used to drive a transmitter for the repeaters, 
The total power required for the whole system does not exceed one hundred watts. The 
follow-up system, which may be made sensitive enough to record changes of the needle 
toa sixteenth of a degree, will be designed to record one-quarter degree changes. 

The advantages of this new compass over the conventional type, assuming that 
it will be satisfactorily developed, are so outstanding as to need little comment. The 
master compass may be placed in the most favorable magnetic location, leaving the 
flying bridge free for other purposes; the throwing of a switch will put the system 
into instant operation ; the dependability will be that of a magnetic compass except for 
possible derangement of the electrical devices; and the servicing and upkeep should 
be nearly negligible. 





Medical Reserves—The Twelfth Annual Training Course for Medical Department 
Reservists of the Army and Navy will be held 6 to 20 Oct, at the Mayo Foundation, 
Rochester, Minn. Naval Reserve officers who desire to attend this course and to re- 
ceive credit for training duty without pay should submit request for such orders to the 
District Medical Officer, U. S. Naval Training Station, Great Lakes, IIL, via the com- 
mandants of their respective naval districts. Those submitting applications should 
state definitely in their applications the branch of professional work they desire to 
attend during the morning hours at the clinic, so that appropriate assignments may 
be made.

The course will include a written examination 
at the end of each principal subcourse, Certificates of proficiency will be issued to 
those who satisfactorily complete the instruction, Senior Instructor in Charge will 
be Lt. Col. A. L. Rockwood, CWS, with the following additional instructors: First 
It. Harold Walmsley, CWS, Second Lt. J. BE. Babcock, CWS, M. Set. Erie Lee, CWS, 
and Tech. Set. FE. T. Tamplin, CWS, Personnel of the Ist Separate Chemical Com- 
pany and of the Chemical Section, Panama Pacific General Depot, will be available 
to assist in the conduct of the school. 

Navy Line Changes—A number of changes in important Navy posts were ordered 
this week. Many of these were incident to the conversion of the Atlantic Squadron 
toa Patrol Force and are reported elsewhere in this paper. Among the other changes 
ordered were: Rear Adm, Ralston 8. Holmes, now under treatment at San Diego 
Naval Hospital, to member of the Navy Department General Board. Rear Adm. John 
Hf. Newton, commander of Cruiser Division Four, to Cruiser Division Five. Rear Adm. 
Gilbert J. Rowecliff, relieved from additional duty as commander of Cruiser Division 
Five, to additional duty as Commander Division Four. Capt. Lemuel FE. Lindsay will 
leave the Bureau of Navigation this month to command the USS Colorado. Capt. 
Schulyer F. Heim, commander of destroyer squadron 30 will command squadron 33. 
Capt. Willis W. Bradley, jr., commander of squadron 31 will become a member of the 
Board of Inspection and Survey, Pacifie Coast Section, Long Beach, Calif. Capt. 
Arthur 8. Carpender will shift his command from squadron 82 to 31, and Capt. James 
L. Kauffman from squadron 36 to 30. 


Cavalry—Now that the organization of the Second Cavalry Division has been 
approved, the question arises as to where it will be stationed. It probably will be 
composed of the Second, at Ft. Riley, Kans.; the Third, at Ft. Myer, Va.; the 
Bleventh, at the Presidio of Monterey, Calif., and the Fourteenth, at Ft. Riley and 
Ft. Sheridan, UL, although there is a possibility that other regiments may be acti- 
vated. The general opinion is that the new division will be permitted to organize at 
one post, or at two closely located posts, so that it can train and maneuver as a 
division, and that the location will be in the southwest, such as at Deming, New 
Mexico, Ft. Huachucha, Ariz., or Ft. Bliss, Tex., although there is a possibility that 
the other regiments may be brought to Riley, where the Second is now stationed. 
Should the Second Division be located reasonably close to Ft, Bliss it would be en- 
abled to work with the First Cavalry Division and form the basis of a Cavalry Corps, 
which might be organized later. 


Quartermaster Corps—Certain elements of the 5th Quartermaster Battalion have 
been ordered transferred from Ft. Knox, Ky., to Ft. Benjamin Harrison, Ind. The 
elements to be so moved, for permanent station, are as follows: one repair section and 
the wrecker section, Maintenance Platoon, Headquarters Company, and Second Pla- 


toon, Company A. The Commanding General, Fifth Corps Area, will direct the move- 


ment. 

Quartermaster Corps—The Quartermaster General will have available for use bv

“The most suitable method depends on fac- 
tors such as: nature of training; number of 
trainees; and facilities, equipment, and skilled 
instructors available. It is emphasized that 
successful results can be obtained only as 
the instructors are thoroughly competent. No 
officer nor noncommissioned officer will be 
permitted to conduct troop training until it 
has been ascertained positively that he is 
competent in the subject involved. Where 
even one or a small group of competent in- 
structors are available, they can develop ad- 
ditional instructors by troop schools. Where 
there is not even one competent instructor 
in an essential subject, the fact will be re- 
ported promptly to higher authority. 

“Troop schools should be centralized as may 
he practicable and necessary. The greater the 
centralization, the wider can be the influence 
of a single outstanding instructor, the more 
uniform the instruction, and the more effee 
tive the control of instruction by the com- 
mander, On the other hand, excessive cen- 
tralization may inerease the number’ in- 
structed beyond the possibility of effective in- 
struction, 

“The methods indicated above are partie- 
Hlarly applicable to individual, specialist, and 
small-unit training. As training progresses to 
larger units, the unit commander must as- 
stune increasing control, in order that he may 
impress his personality on his unit and bring 
about a high degree of teamwork among ele- 
ments which have been trained by special- 
ived methods.

“Recruits who join after a unit has started 
training will be segregated and trained sep- 
arately until they have progressed sufficiently 
to participate in unit training without ham- 
pering it.

The instructors will 
be selected from those who have proved most 
snecessful previously. The period of recruit 
training should be that preseribed in Mobili- 
gation training Programs for both common 
and arm basie subjects, except for individuals 
who demonstrate proficiency sooner, 

Planning 

“Planning and preparation of training is a 
function of command, Under present condi- 
tions, comparatively centralized control is 
advisable. Schedules should be, detailed and 
specific, Rach training hour should preseribe 
tasks which will fill the time profitably, which 
can be accomplished thoroughly, and which 
will contribute to the progressive development 
of the individual or unit. 

“Timely provision must be made for the 
necessary training facilities. Local command- 
ers will initiate promptly the necessary mea- 
sures to supply deficiencies. If adequate facil- 
ities and equipment can not be obtained, plans 
must be made for units to use what is avail- 
able in rotation. Such expedients may neces- 
sitate altering the sequence of training pre- 
scribed in Mobilization Training Programs, 

Effectives 

“Every effort will be made to maintain the 
maximum personnel of all units fit and avail- 
able for training. Training must insure proper 
and gradual conditioning of the trainees, 
avoiding undue physical demands initially but 
developing eventually ability to endure pro- 
longed and severe physical exertion, Diver- 
sion of specialists from scheduled training to 
camp construction and other administrative 
duty will be limited to absolute necessity, 
Administrative duty involving temporary ab- 
sence from training will be rotated. While 
the highest standards of discipline are essen- 
tial, disciplinary actioh preferably and where 
practicable will be of forms which do not 
involve absence from training. Confinement 
especially will be reduced to the minimum,”

Army Aviation Cadets 

The Senate on 30 Sept., passed the bill, 
S. 4365, creating the grade of aviation 
cadet in the Air Corps and prescribing 
their pay and allowances. The bill was 
amended by the committee. The follow- 
ing explanation of its effect was given by 
Senator Gurney : 

“The purpose of Senate bill 4365 is to make 
the same provision for aviation cadets in the 
Army as is provided for aviation cadets of 
the Navy in the Tlouse bill 10030, which was 
passed on 27 Aug. of this year. 

“The provisions of Senate bill 4365, as 
nearly as possible, now compare with the at 
tractive inducements offered aviation cadets 
in the Navy bill which T have just mentioned. 


“The bill, among other things, provides 
that during an aviation cadet’s training, 
which is a period of 9 months, the cadet 
shall be covered by free Government insur 


ance in the amount of $10,000. At the end of 
the training period, if the training period is 
satisfactorily completed and the cadet passes, 
he will be given a commission as second lieu 
tenant in the Reserve Corps of the Army, and 
will be given extended active duty with the 
Air Corps. At the time he is given the com 
mission, he will be allowed S150 to cover the 
cost of uniform and equipment 

“T have said that he would have a $10,000 
policy free while he 
was a cndet. If he to continue that 
insurance after he becomes a Reserve officer, 
he will have to pay for it himself, the same 
vs any other Reserve officer 

“The Navy bill authorized the Navy avia 
tion cadets to continue in the service, and they 
were to be enrolled on the regular promotion 
list of the Navy. The Army aviation eadets 
do not have that privilege for the reason that 
there will be so many of them, and they ean 
not be included in the regular promotion lists 
of the Army. In lieu of that, therefore, the 
bill gives them a bonus of $500 at the comple, 
tion of each year of extended active duty with 
the Air Corps.

Seventh Corps Area Notes 

Maj. Gen. Percy I. Bishop, Corps Area 
Commander, announced that a new re- 
cruiting record was established when 
623 men were enlisted during the single 
week ended 28 Sept. The increase is at- 
tributed mainly to the efforts of the re 
cruiting service rather than any effort 
on the part of the men to enlist instead 
of waiting to be drafted.

Leaver 
worth, Camp Robinson, and a number of 
CCC camps en route. He is particularly 
interested in the progress of work at 
Camp Robinson where the 35th Division 
will encamp shortly after its induction 
on 25 Nov.

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Gen. Drum Addresses Nat. Gd. 

l’roblems facing the National Guard to- 
day were discussed by Lieutenant General 
Ilugh A. Drum, commanding general of 
the lirst Army, in an address 28 Sept., 
before the annual convention of the 
Massachusetts National Guard Associa- 
tion at Boston, 

“The primary consideration which faces 
the National Guard today,’ General Drum 
said, “is that by Federal Order units of 
the Guard are mobilized for extended 
training in time of peace. It is essential 
that we examine carefully the responsi- 
bilities which this Federal Order has 
placed on the National Guard. We must 
see these responsibilities in their true 
light. 

“First and foremost is the responsibility of 
the Guard to mobilize its own manpower in 


response to this Federal Order. For many 
years, under varying conditions, plans have 
been drawn looking toward mobilization of 


officers and men. Some of these plans were 
based upon the need for mobilization in the 
face of public disorder or public distress. 
Other plans were based upon mobilization of 
Guard organizations as part of a Federal 
Forve in the event of a major national emer- 
gency. ‘Today, the first responsibility has 
been and is being discharged smoothly and 
with a minimum of dislocation, However, all 
recognize the difficulties associated with such 
a mobilization. Many are personal, where in- 
dividuals are faced with problems of family 
and dependents, business relationships; 
on the other hand, national patriotism 
and organizational esprit de corps. At the 
same time, organizational problems are in- 
volved, associated with the loss of key officers 
and enlisted men, These problems have re 
sulted in a real test of our’ time-honored 
National Guard system and we are happy to 
find you are meeting successfully these diffi- 


ties 
and 


cult mobilization conditions. 
“The second large responsibility of the 
Guard will be the maintenance of existing 


equipment and provisions for acquiring addi- 
tional and new, modern equipment for ex- 
panded organizations. In many cases the 
Guard organizations have been changed in 
character, As an example—some infantry and 
cavalry units are now Coast Artillery Anti 
aircraft organizations and heavy tield artillery 


units. While these changes are not numerous, 
they are an indication of the many unusual 
problems in regard to equipment which be- 


comes a the new Guard responsi- 
bilities, 

“Pollowing the mobilization and the acqui 
sition of adequate equipment, the Guard faces 
the major responsibilities which is called for 
in the new Federal Order. That is the re 
sponsibility of training itself during this 12 
mouth period; and in this responsibility I feel 
that we all agree that here the National Guard 
faces its major task. The personnel of Guard 
organizations may be classified under three 
categories, In the first category are those 
officers and men of long service in the Guard 
organizations. As a result of recent mobiliza 
tion requirements including physical ex 
aminations and provisions of the law permit 


part of 


ting withdrawals for adequate cause, the 
humbers with long service have, in many 
cases, been reduced. Under all conditions, 


however, Guard organizations will take the 
field with a reasonable percentage of both 
officers and men who have had extended ser 
vice with the Guard, In the second category, 
the Guard in the field will include many men 
who have been recruited service at or 
about the time of the mobilization. The num 
ber of individuals so recruited varies through 
out different parts of the country. In the third 
category, the Guard organizations will re 
ceive a large number of draftees as a result of 
the operation of the Selective Service Law. 
These will be, of course, sent to organizations 
in nhumbers adequate to expand these units to 
war strength, 

“Here, then, in these three principal cate 
gories, the Guard the necessity for 
amalgamation of these three groups into one 
homogeneous unit. In order to discharge the 
grave responsibility of training both officers 
and men, immediate and continuous efforts 
will be made to weld together personnel with 
varying degrees of service and training in the 
Guard units. The training programs will have 
to be designed so that the Guard will accom- 
Plish not only adequate training for itself but, 
in addition, adequate training for those 
selected draftees who are inducted into 
Guard organizations. As far as possible, the 
Selected draftees will assigned to units 
from the state in which these men have been 
drafted. This in itself will assist in solving 
the problems of amalgamation. Obviously it 
Will not be possible to carry out this assign- 
ment in all cases. It is also obvious that to 
do so is desirable and will prove to be of 
great assistance in approaching a speedy solu 
tion in the final organization of the three 
groups of personnel into one family organiza- 
tion. This training picture, I am sure, will 
impress all as the vital problem ahead of the 
Guard. 

“In solving this problem, let us bear in mind

determination not only to amalgamate them 
into homogeneous and harmonious unity, but 
also to give everyone an opportunity to suc- 
ceed and to win the position for which his 
qualities best fit him.”

Quarters Allowances for Non- 
Coms 

Money allowances for quarters for de- 
pendents of non-commissioned oflicers of 
the Army of the United States came a 
step nearer enactment this week when 
the Senate Military Affairs Committee 
favorably reported the bill, S. 4566, as 
recommended by the War Department. 

“This measure provides,” the commit- 
tee report stated, “that each enlisted man 
of the first, second, or third grade of the 
Army of the United States in the active 
military service of the United States hav- 
ing a dependent, shall, under such regula- 
tions as the President may prescribe, be 
entitled to receive for any period during 
which public quarters are not provided 
for his dependent the money allowance 
for quarters of $22.50 per month author- 
ized by law to be granted to each enlisted 
man not furnished quarters in kind.” 

Under existing law such non-commis- 
sioned officers as are not provided with 
quarters receive an allowance, but if they 
ure quartered, even though it be in a tent, 
no allowance is made for their families, 
The proposed law would correct this situ- 
ation. The text of the bill and the War 
Department’s letter urging its enactment 
were published on page 55 of the Army 
AND NAVY JOURNAL of 21 Sept. 





Military Surgeons to Meet 


The Association of Military Surgeons

Another time, he saved the lives of two 
men who had been drifting in a disabled 
fishing boat for four days.

On Thursday afternoon, 3 Oct., at 2:00 
TP. M., memorial services were held at the 
It. Bragg Chapel for Brig. Gen. Francis 
W. Honeycutt and for Capt. George F. 
Kehoe, who lost their lives in an aircraft 
accident near Woodbine, Ga., on 20 Sept. 
1940. 

Since the wreckage of the airplane was 
discovered on 22 Sept., deeply buried in 
marshy ground near the mouth of the 
Satilla River, unceasing efforts have 
been directed to the complete recovery of 
the airplane and its occupants. Under ex- 
tremely adverse conditions, the bulk of 
the wreckage was finally uncovered and 
the remains of one occupant, Staff Ser- 
geant Robert J. Schmitz, removed. Evi- 
dence indicated that all three occupants 
were in the plane when it crashed, but 
aside from the recovery of the remains 
of Staff Sergeant Schmitz, little is left 
of the airplane, which was almost en- 
tirely destroyed. Ilowever, a force of 
officers, enlisted men, and civilians, to- 
gether with complete salvage equipment, 
is still engaged at the scene of the crash 
in the hope that further evidence may be 
disclosed, 

In honor of General Iloneyeutt, guns 
were fired at half-hour intervals on 
Wednesday, 2 Oct., commencing one hour 
after reveille, and continuing until re- 
treat. 

While the joint memorial services were 
being conducted for General THloneycutt 
and Captain Kehoe, eleven minute-guns 
were fired. Three volleys of artillery 
were fired at the conclusion of the ser- 
vices, and taps were sounded. 

The flag remained at half-staff until 
the three volleys had been fired. 

Iuneral services for Staff Sergeant 
Robert J. Schmitz were held at Arlington 
National Cemetery 2 Oct. 

General Honeycutt is survived by his 
widow, Mrs. Margaret Harmon Toney- 
cutt and daughter, Miss Jane Honeycutt, 
of It. Bragg; a daughter Margaret, wife 
of Capt. Donald P. Graul, SC, Wright 
Field, Ohio; and a son, Ist Lt. John T.

General Ford to Retire 

The War Department announced this 
week the retirement from active service, 
effective 31 Jan. 1941, of Lt. Gen. Stanley 
H. Ford, commanding the Second Army 
and the Sixth Corps Area with headquar- 
ters in Chicago, Ill. General Ford will 
reach the statutory retirement age of 64 
on 30 January next. He will be succeeded 
as. Commander of the Second Army and 
the Sixth Corps Area by Maj. Gen. Ben 
Lear, recently relieved from duty in the 
Panama Canal Department. On assump- 
tion of his new duties General Lear will 
be advanced to the rank of Lieutenant 
General. 

General Ford was born in Columbus, Ohio, 
and was graduated from Ohio State University 
in 1898. Soon after his graduation he was 
commissioned a Second Lieuetnant of In- 
fantry in the Regular Army. He was im- 
mediately ordered to active service in Cuba, 
remaining there throughout the war with 
Spain. The following year he went to the 
Philippines and during the next three years 
participated in numerous engagements against 
Philippine insurgents. 

During the World War he served as Divi- 
sion Intelligence Officer with the 84th Division 
until November, 1917. He was then detailed 
as observer with the 39th British Division on 
the Western Front in France. Later he at- 
tended the General Staff College of the Ameri- 
can Expeditionary Forces, and in June, 1918, 
became Chief of Staff of the 27th Division, 
participating in numerous engagements, When 
his Division returned to the United States, 
General Ford remained in France as Chief of 
the Bureau of Embarkation at Bordeaux. 
Subsequently, he served with the American 
telief Administration in Northwestern Eu- 
Tope. 

On his return to the United States late tn 
1919 General Ford attended the Army War 
College, following which he served in the War 
Plans Division of the War Department Gen 
fral Staff. From 1924 to 1926 he was in com 
mand of the 16th Infantry at Fort Jay, New 
York. He then returned to Washington to be- 
come Assistant Chief of Staff in charge of 
Military Intelligence. From 1930 to 1933 he 
Served as Military Attache in Paris. After 
serving at Vancouver Barracks, Washington, 
and in the Philippines, he was assigned to 
duty in New York City, and in 1936 took com- 
mand of the Ist Division with headquarters 
at Fort Hamilton, New York. From October, 
1936 to November, 1938, he was in command of 
the Seventh Corps Area with headquarters at 
Omaha, Nebraska. Since November, 1938, he 
has been in command of the Sixth Corps Area 
and Since 5 Aug. 1939, in command of the 
Second Army. 

Gens ral Ford is a graduate of the Infantry- 
avalry School and the Army War College. 

For his World War services General Ford 
Was awarded the Distinguished Service Medal 
by the United States, the decoration of the 
Legion of Honor by France, and the Croix de 


Guerre with Palms by Belgium.

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Accept One Year Enlistments 
The War Department announced this 
week that it has moditied its policy gov- 
erning the acceptance of one year enlist- 
ments. Until such time as the Selective 
Service System begins to provide person- 
nel for one year’s training with the army, 
the War Department will accept volun- 
teers for one year enlistments. These men 
will be enlisted in the Army of the United 
States and not for a particular arm or 
service. Because of the technical train- 
ing required one year enlistees cannot be 
assigned to the Air Corps, the Armored 
Yorce or to certain technical services. One 
year enlistments will not be accepted for 
foreign service. 

With 40,506 enlistments so far reported 
during the month of September, Army re- 
cruiters reported their record month so 
far. A total of 38,616 men were enlisted 
during August, the previous high month. 

The 40,506 figure will probably go 
much higher as scattered reports come in 
during the next week or ten days. The 
present figure for September enlistments 
is based on reports received in Washing- 
ton through 2 Oct. 


Roads for National Defense 

A two fold program of directing road 
and highway construction along Lines 
beneficial to the National Defense is en- 
tering its first important phase as the 
Public Roads Administration is now en- 
gaged in preparing the draft of a report 
te be submitted to Vresident Roosevelt 
early this month. 

The prog:am is in two parts, and studies 
for each were made by the Roads Admin- 
istration, under Commissioner Thomas H. 
MacDonald, with the cooperation of repre- 
sentatives of the War and Navy Depart- 
ments. One phase treats of “access roads” 
designed to connect military and naval 
reservations, particularly mobilization 
points, with the main highway systems. 
The other, for inter-regional roads, con- 
cerns those needed for strategic military 
purposes and comprises some 80,000 miles 
of highways, the great hulk of which are 
now in existence but many of which need 
improvements in the way of shoulders 
and heavier bridges to meet the require- 
ments set up for the proper movement of 
troops and motor convoys. 

Under present plans, it is not contem- 
plated that any additional funds, over the 
normal allotment, will be provided for the 
military needs. On the other hand it is 
planned to so employ and direct the ex- 
penditure of road moneys, about a half a 
billion of which is available for all pur- 
poses, that they will be used for the best 
benefit of National Defense while at the 
same time takes care of civilian needs. 
The “access roads” to the points of mobili- 
zation, would be roads that, while not of 
first priority, would be of value to com- 
merce and agriculture. As to the strategic 
military roads, they are all of such charac- 
ter that they should have, for purely com- 
mercial and civie reasons alone, the im- 
provements to meet the military require- 
ments. 

The survey of various posts under the 
access road program started last March 
and has covered more than 100 posts and 
stations. Representatives of the Public 
Rouds Administration, in cooperation 
with Corps Area Commanders and com 
manders of the local posts, visited a large 
number of reservations, surveyed the 
situation on the ground, conferred with 
local authorities and have drawn up 
recommendations covering the number 
und location of roads to provide access to 
the reservation suitable to mobilization 
needs. Similar action has been taken with 
regard to a number of key Navy shore 
establishments and civilian industrial 
localities vital to the defense program. 

The inter-regional program for the per- 
fection of roads of strategic military 
value is the result of many years of study 
both by the War Department and by the 
Public Roads Administration, indepen- 
dently and cooperatively. The military 
standards in the way of width, curvature, 
grade, shoulders of the roads, and 
strength and width of bridges do not 
differ materially from those which the 
Roads organization have long believed 
necessary for the convenience and safety 
of the normal pleasure and commercial 
tratlic which travel the highways, 

Among the military requirements for 





roads the need for adequate shoulders 


and heavy bridges stand out, Shoulders 
are necessary in order that motor con- 


voys which tind it necessary to halt on the 
roud may pull off on shoulders sulliciently 
to prevent them blocking the road for 
other tratlic. Without shoulders a halt in 
a motor convoy means a blocking of the 
road and the cutting down of its use to 
one way traflic. The need for heavier 
bridges has been evident for many, many 
years. Few civilians realize that the 
great use of heavy tanks, such as was 
evidenced in the German conquest of 
France, would be virtually impossible in 
this country. In Kurope, because of the 
shorter distances involved it has been 
feasible to build very heavy bridges 
capable of handling loads greatly in ex- 
cess of those built generally in this coun- 
try. Our road net is so much greater that 
we have usually found it necessary to 
build bridges as light as possible in order 
to spread our money as far as possible. 
This has resulted in the necessity for the 
careful routing of heavily loaded vehicles 
and has been practically evident when 
the Army has found it necessary to move 
heavy equipment such as big guns, large 
tanks, und heavy special vehicles. ‘To 
meet this need, as well as the need of 
civilian tratlic, the Roads administration 
and the War Department have agreed on 
the use of the so-called “I-15” bridge 
which will stand loads suflicient to permit 
passage of 50 ton tanks. Width has been 
another characteristic in which our 
bridges have been deficient. For reasons 
of economy, bridges are often made so 
narrow thut they form a bottleneck in 
the road and to that extent cut down the 
capacity of the entire road. Under the 
new requirements it has been determined 
that all bridges should be at least four 
feet in excess of the width of the road 
which passes over it. 

The new Federal Aid Act for public 
rouds, pussed by Congress early this 
month, carries a provision that funds 
authorized and made available under the 
act “may be used to pay the entire en- 
gineering costs of the surveys, plans and 
specifications, estimates, and supervision 
of construction of projects for such urgent 
improvements of highways strategically 
important from the standpoint of the Na- 
tional Defense as may be undertaken on 
the order of the Federal Works Admin- 
istrator and as the result of request of 
the Secretary of War, the Secretary of 
the Navy, or other authorized National 
Defense agency.” 

It is considered quite likely that after 
the President acts on the reports now 
being prepared that work on the programs 
will be carried forward rapidly, fitting 
it in with the regular improvement und 
new construction work of the Roads Ad- 
ministration. 

Another angle to the new Federal Aid 
Act which may bring about developments 
of particular interest to National Defense 
is Section 13 which states that “the Com- 
missioner of Public Roads, in cooperation 
with the State Highway Departments of 
the respective States, is hereby author- 
ized, upon the request of any state, to in- 
vestigate the location and development of 
flight strips adjacent to public highways 
or roadside development areas, for the 
landing and take-off of aircraft.” 

A “Flight Strip,” according to a defini- 
tion by Lt. Col. Stedman 8S. Hanks, Air- 
Res., who has been very active in behalf 
of the proposal, is “an area not less than 
200 feet in width and not less than 1,800 
fect in length, located in a highway right- 
of-way or adjacent to a publie highway, 
on public land, developed with State or 
county funds (including highway aid) 
appropriated to the State Highway De- 
partment.” Such strips, it is contended, 
would enormously increase the flexibility 
and operating capacity of both civilian 
and military aviation. It would enable 
military aviation to spread out its operat 
ing bases instead of being concentrated in 
areas susceptible to attack or bombard 
ment,

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Financial Digest 

Congress has passed the bill levying on 
Corporations an excess profits tax of 25 
to 5U per cent, suspending existing profits 
limitations on warships and military and 
naval aircraft production, and permitting 
amortization of defense plants over a 
period of five years. This legislation is 
important for several reasons, first, in 
proclaiming that the profit system will 
continue to be an economic principle of 
our Democracy, and second, that, reas 
sured on this point, Industry, Capital will 
be encouruged to make’ investments, 
which will accelerate National Defense. 
One of the most serious obstacles to the 
restoration of prosperity has been the un- 
certainty of Capital as to the profit policy 
of the Administration, It has been indis- 
posed to engage in new enterprises and 
plant expansions, and as a result unem 
ployment has continued, Now that what 
may be called the rules of the game have 
been clarified by the legislation, it is ex- 
pected there will be no longer unwilling- 
ness on the part of investors, that plant 
expansion and new enterprises will be in 
creased, and that Industry will become 
more active in providing the weapons for 
defense. 

The effect of defense expenditures al- 
ready is disclosed by employment sta- 
tistics. Iexcluding farm labor, a rise 
of 1,139,000 in) employment occurred 
in August over the level of the same 
mouth of 19389. With capital active, 
and as a result of recruiting and the 
draft, this figure should be substantially 
increased during the current year. The 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation has 
already advanced nearly a quarter of a 
billion dollars as working capital for in- 
dustry, and has authority to make addi- 
tional loans up to 1 billion. Something like 
7 billions probably will be spent on Na- 
tional Defense during the current fiscal 
year, this in addition to 1.5 billions for 
the Regular Mstablishments. The Presi- 
dent has signed the bill authorizing the 
Iixport-Import Bank to loan up to half a 
billion dollars to Latin-America, Under 
previous authorization of 200 millions, a 
loan of 20,000,000 has been made to Brazil 
for a steel plant, and 25,000,000 has been 
advanced to China, which she is to repay 
in ‘Tungsten. 

Our markets realize the gravity of the 
Triple Alliance, which was signed in 
Berlin, and which followed, among other 
things, the embargo imposed by the Presi- 
dent on serap iron and steel except to 
Great Britain and the Western Ilemis- 
phere. This will be a serious blow to 
Jupan because the United States has been 
the leader in the supply of this metal to 
the Japanese Steel Industry. It is esti- 
mated that Japan has a year’s supply of 
raw material for steel production at the 
rate of 7,055,000 net tons, which was her 
output in 19389. This raw material in- 
cludes scrap steel, and to a lesser extent 
pig iron and ferro alloys imported from 
this country, and iron ore, pig iron, scrap 
steel, molybdendum and tin from British 
dependencies. Japan’s own reserves of 
iron ore of suitable quality are limited, 
and, even including those of Manchuquo, 
are inadequate for the supply of more 
than a small part of her requirements. 
Her pig iron production has not expanded 
as rapidly as her steel output, which ex- 
plains her need of scrap. Deprived of 
American imports, the Japanese Steel In- 
dustry will have to undergo reorganiza- 
tion, and this, unquestionably, was a fae- 
tor in the negotiation of the treaty with 
Germany and Italy. 

The proposal to reduce the World War 
debt of Great Britain so that she can 
borrow in American markets has been 
revived in Congress. It is not likely any 
legislation of this kind will be enacted 
until the winter. In view of the Alliance 
announced from Berlin, Congress has de- 
cided definitely not to adjourn. It will 
take a recess until after the elections.

Sec. Navy Discusses Aviation 

The Navy as of 27 Sept. had a total of 
1,812 useful planes of all types on hand, 
Secretary of the Navy Frank Knox stated 
this week. 

Secretary Knox told reporters that this 
total included 1,234 combatant planes, 
422 training planes and 156 utility planes. 
If obsolete and experimental planes are 
ndded, the total on hand is 2,258 —1,642 
combat types, 428 trainers and 18S utility 
planes. 

On order as of 27 Sept. were 1,502 com 
bat planes, 1,467 training planes and 82 
utility plaunes--a total of 3,001. Nego 
tiations are in the final stages for plac 
ing of contracts for about 4,000) more 
planes, which contracts when signed will 
place virtually all the Navy's authorized 
planes on order. 

Secretary Knox also revealed that the 
second of two conferences between Arm) 
and Navy officers, British officials and 
aeronautical men over standardization of 
plane designs was held in San Diego, yes 
terday, 4 Oct., at Consolidated Aircraft’s 
plant. Representing the Navy were Un 
dersecretary James Forrestal and Comdr. 
I’. W. Pennoyer, head of the engineering 
division of the Bureau of Aeronautics. 
Maj. A, J. Lyon represented the Army Air 
Corps. 

A similar conference recently was held 
at the Curtiss plant in Buffalo, N.Y. 

Return of a third of the United States 
Fleet to West Coast ports for overhaul 
permitted Adm. James O. Richardson, 
commiunder-in-chief to come to Washing- 
ton for a brief conference with the Secre 
tary, Mr. Knox revealed. He did not dis- 
cuss the nature of the conference, merely 
saying, “I wanted to talk with him.” 

When the fleet units return to Hawaii, 
another third will sail to the mainland 
for overhaul, and this group will be fol 
lowed by the last third of the fleet, upon 
return of the second flotilla to Hawaii.

Merchant Marine 

One of several moves affecting the four 
State nautical schools maintained for 
training merchant marine officers was 
taken this week by the Senate Commerce 
Committee which reported favorably 
legislation increasing federal aid to the 
California, Pennsylvania, New York and 
Massachusetts Schools. 

The bill, S. 4299, authorizes the Navy 
and Treasury Departments to lend ves- 
sels to the Maritime Commission for fur- 
ther loan to the schools as training ships, 
authorizes the commission to proceed 
with construction of new ships, and raises 
the amount of annual federal subsidy to 
each school from $25,000 to $50,000, pro- 
vided the schools admit non-residents of 
their respective States under such regu 
lutions as the commission may issue. 

The original bill was amended on rep 
resentations of the Navy Department, 
Which stated that it had no vessels to 
spare and did not want to be placed in 
the position of being authorized to loan 
vessels when it had none. 

A second step was also a committee 
move, the Senate group reporting favor- 
ably Senate Resolution 299 which au- 
thorizes the Maritime Commission to 
loan the Pennsylvania school a training 
ship to replace the condemned Annapolis, 
first obtaining the vessel from the Coast 
Guard or Navy Departments, 

The third step was publication by the 
Navy Department of its policy with re- 
card to the four schools since jurisdiction 
of the schools was transferred from 
Navy to the Maritime Commission. 

The Department promised, “in so far 
as is practicable” : 

To give the training ship Nantucket berth 
ing space at Boston Navy Yard, together with 
class room, practical work and indoor drill 
facilities, 

To extend the cooperation to the California 
State in the 12th Naval Distriet and 
Annapolis at Philadelphia Navy Yard, and 
moreover to cruise the cadets of the Annapolis 
pending replacement of that old vessel, 

To furnish the schoolships with stores and 
supplies at cost. 

To furnish repairs, chargeable to the Mari 


time Commission, except that “facilities will 
not be available during the present emer- 
geney.”” 


Moreover, said the Department, “It is un- 
derstood that the superintendent-commanding 
officers of State Nautical Schools will continue 
to be naval officers whose acceptance of these 
duties is approved by the Bureau of Naviga 
tion.” 

Award Three Contracts 

Contract for construction of three 
modified C-2 vessels for use of Ocean Do- 
minion Steamship Corp., has been 
awarded by the Maritime Commission to 
Moore Dry Dock Co., Oakland, Calif., on 
an adjusted price basis of $2,850,000 per 
ship. 

Five Ships Launched 


Launching of two ships today will 
bring to six the number of Maritime 


Commission vessels launched since 28 
Sept. Two additional vessels are sched 
uled to be launched next week, bringing 
to 70 the number of ships that have 
taken the water since the program got 
under way in the fall of 1987. Of these 
70, there are 47 in service. 

The vessels to be launched today are 
the C-1 cargo ship Zoella Lykes, at Fed- 
eral SB & DD Company’s Kearny plant, 
with Miss Zoella King Fish as sponsor, 
and the Seas Shipping Company’s own de 
sign vessel Robin Locksley at Bethlehem’s 
Sparrows Point plant. The Zoella Lykes 
will be delivered to Lykes Bros. when 
completed. 

Launched on 28 Sept. was the C-1 ship 
Cape Flattery at Seattle. On 3 Sept. the 
C-1 ship Cape May was launched at 
Staten Island. Yesterday, two ships took 
the water—the President Hayes at New- 
port News and the Alcoa Pioneer at San 
Francisco. The Pioneer is one of four 
C-1’s Ocean Dominion is acquiring. The 
Hayes, christened by Mrs. Cordell Hull, 
is a C-3 combination vessel for American 
President Lines’ round-the-world service. 

On 8 Oct. the American Leader, C-1 
ship for U. S. Lines, will be launched at 
San Francisco, and on 12 Oct. the Mor- 
mactide, C-3 cargo ship for Moore-Mc- 
Cormack, will be launched at Pascagoula.

Commission. 

“Definite plans have been formulated in 
conjunction with representatives of the 
Army and Navy for expanding the coun- 
try’s existing heavy forging facilities to 
the point where they will be adequate to 
fulfill all requirements of the Army, Navy 
and Maritime Commission,” Mr. Stet- 
tinius stated. 


Mr. Stettinius declared that the Na- 
tional Defense program required huge 


amounts of heavy forgings of various 
types used in the construction of battle- 
ships, cruisers, airplane carriers, destroy- 
ers, submarines, tankers and freighters, 
as well as for large naval guns and heavy 
artillery, and projectiles and shells. An 
extensive study of the available supply 
of heavy forgings in relation to the needs 
of industry and of the Army, Navy, and 
Martitime Commission has been made by 
the Navy Department and the Defense 
Commission with the full cooperation of 
the manufacturers of these products. The 
principal problem was to ascertain the 
location and capacity of existing facilities 
and the extent to which new facilities 
will be required. This study disclosed that 
there was adequate plant capacity for 
certain types of forgings, but decided 
shortage for other types. 


In addition to the contemplated plans | 
for expanding the heavy forging facilities | 
in Various steel plants adapted for this | 


work, the Government intends to install 


additional forging facilities for shafting | 


at the Naval Ordance Plant at South 


Charleston, West Virginia. The Navy De- | 


partment also proposes to acquire a 14,000 
ton press and intensifier and several small 
presses Which it will lease to one of the 
steel companies so as to increase its 
forging capacity.

Army Reserves and Draftees 

While the present corps of Reserve 
Oflicers of the Army is suflicient for the 
oficering of a force of 2,000,000 men, the 
possibility of further expansion and the 
need for building up a pool of replace- 
ments has led to approval of plans for the 
establishment of schools to train selective 
service draftees for commissions. 

General George C, Marshall, Chief of 
Staff, said this week that during the last 
three or four months of the draftees’ 12 


months training, the Army will select 
promising officer material from among 


the trainees and put them in special 
“candidates schools”, where they will be 
given specialized schooling as oflicers of 
the combat arms. Successful graduates 
of these schools will be given commissions 
in the Officers Reserve Corps. General 
Marshall said that the same training op 
portunities would be extended to enlisted 
men of the regular army. “This is one 
army,” he said, “and all will be given the 
same opportunities.” 

Whether the officers so commissioned 
Will be put on active duty will depend 
entirely upon the situation at that time, 
General Marshall said. 

While the present corps of reserve offi 
cers would fill the needs for an Army of 
2,000,000 men and while we have in con 
templation only an Army of 1,400,000, 
still there is no provision for replace- 
ments when these men’s tours expire. 
Thus, the General said if conditions are 
such that the program must continue, 
there must be a new source of officers 
(Treated. 

The Chief of Staff said that the Re- 
Serve officers now on duty with the Army 
have proved themselves very capable. 
At present, he pointed out, units of the 
Regular Army are officered 60 percent by 
reserve officers. This percentage soon will 
reach 70 percent, he stated, while later 
‘Cmay get as high as 80 percent. 


The next step in the Reserve officer | 


Program, he said, will be the assigning
